Mayor Shea’s Address. 


The inaugural address of His Honor, 
Mayor Shea, on Monday, was short but 
what he said was of the right kind and 
if our citizens aid him in carrying. out 
his recommendations we believe the 
city will prosper. 

He says the time afforded the Mayor 
to study the workings of the different 
departments of the cily government 
after the election is necessarily limited, 
be would therefore simply submit a 
statement of the financial condition of 
the city, with a few recommendations 
on matters believed to be worthy of 
careful attention. 

The statement made by the Mayor 
shows that the municipal debt of the 
city Jan. 1, 1908, outside of the debts 
authorized by special acts, amounts to 
$504,540; and that $105,670 falls due 
this year. 

The Mayor says our tax rate at pres- 
ent is high, and to further increase the 
same would be a burden on our citizens 
that they ought not tv be called upon 
to bear; therefore he recommends tak- 

ing advantage of the act of the Legisla- 
ture permitting us to refund a portion 
of our debt, especially when so much 
of itis for pernament improvements, 
such as school buildings and bridges. 

The Mayor does not think that the 
city charter should be amended, and 
there is where we think his head is 
level. He says that a more efficient 
and economical administration of our 
public works can be had under one 
competent official than could be ob- 
tained if each division was under a 
separate official. 

The office of Commissioner of Public 
Works should be filled by an experi- 
enced man of proved executive ability, 
who can properly plan and direct the 
work, leaving petty details to subordi- 
nates, The experience of our large 
corporations he says, and many of our 
cities, show the best results are ob- 
tained by having one responsible bead, 

The Mayor says too little attention 
bas been paid to the condition of our 


sidewalks. And who can say that he is 
not right? We know of sidewalks on 
prominent streets that have had 


searcely a dollar laid out on them for 
forty years, and the streets side of them 
lave had thousands of dollars. 

The Mayor says under the law of 
1907, the city must equip all new ser- 
vices of water, and five per cent. of the 
old, annually with meters, And be 
says be shall as soon as possible, take 
up the question of water rates and en- 
deavor to devise rates that will be just 
and fair to all classes. 

The shade trees have not received 
proper attention, says the Mayor. They 
have been mutilated and destroyed by 
stringing of wires, and he believes the 
wires should be placed underground. 

Mayor Shea says more harmony 
should exist between the Council and 
School Committee, It is much to be 
desired that both parties shal! give and 
take and that some method for more 
co-operation should be devised, as it is 
imperative that delays detrimental to 
the best interests of our schools should 
be avoided. 

On the license question the Mayor is 
all right. He trasts the Council will 
exercise great and discriminating care 
in the matter of granting licenses to 
express concerns for transportatiun of 
intoxicating liquors into Quincy. He 
will insist that the laws be rigorously 
enforced. 

Mayor Shea says, atan early date, he 
will invite the business organizations 
of the city to elect representatives, 
with whom be may confer from time to 
time, on matters affecting the welfare 
of the city.

St. Railway Changes. 


Changes to be made in the opera- 
tion of some of its routes are an- 
nounced by the management of the 
Old Colony Street Railway Company. 
It is stated that these changes are 
the outcome of the period of business 
depression, which has been felt in all 
lines of industry for some time past, 
and which has so decreased its re- 
ceipts that steps looking toward a 
more economical operation of its 
routes has become imperative. While 
loath to make any curtailment in 
jits service the company feels that it 


The changes to be made will in 
general be along the line of cutting 
out certain trips which it has found 
have been showing such a large per- 
centage of decrease that ordinary 
business judgment does not justify 
their continuance for the present. 
The general riding, it is stated, has 
fallen off very materially throughout 


the period covered by the so-called 
bad times, particularly on certain 
routes and certain trips on those 
routes. 


Mr. Bates Wins. 


The action of G. B. Bates vs. Ben- 
jamin Johnson, a mechanic’s lien 
case, which has been dragging 
through the courts since the sum- 
mer of 1904, has been decided in 
favor of the plaintiff. Mr. Bates put 
heaters and plumbing in two houses 
in Wollaston and liened the buildings 
for this pay. Mr. Johnson held a 
mortgage which he has since fore- 
closed and disputed the right of the 
lien to attach. From the decision of 
Judge Avery in the Quincy court 
where the case was first heard an 
appeal was taken to the Superior 
court and from there it went to the 
Supreme court. 

Mr. Bates, who is an ardent ad- 
vocate of labor unionism, probably 
feels that the courts haven't been 
working overtime on his case. The 
superior court has been showing a 
disposition of late to push the trials 
as speedily as possible. The judges 
hope to get the dockets by and by 
into such a condition that there will 
be only a short time between the 
entry of a case and its trial. 


Presented Gavel. 


James H. Webb, past commander 
of Paul Revere Post 88, G. A. R., at- 
tended the annual banquet of Post 22 
of Milford last week and was one of 
the speakers.

Considerable work, however, is 
necessary before the manual training 
and domestic science rooms will be 
ready and it is expected that these 
courses will not be commenced until 
the early part of April. An instruc- 
tor for the gymnasium and the do- 
mestic science and manual training 
departments will not be engaged un- 
til the rooms are ready for work.

Grade Crossing Meetings. 


The committee appointed at the 
Public meeting for a distussion of 
the abolition of the two grade cross- 
ings in Quincy, met Saturday at City 
Hall to decide what was best for the 
city in the matter that they might re- 
port at the public meeting to be held 
Wednesday evening Jan. Sth. 

The committee on the Saville street 
crossing met in the afternoon. Sev- 
eral plans were presented and dis- 
cussed at length. The committee fin- 
ally agreed upon a plan. This plan 
proposes to close the present Saville 
street at the railroad crossing mak- 
ing dead ends on each side. The 
tracks remaining at the same grade 
as at present. 

It is then proposed to build an 
overhead bridge from near City Hall 
to Irving place. The building now 
occupied by Penniman for a stable be 
moved away. The proposed bridge 
will start near the westerly end of 
City Hall and run in a south wester- 
ly direction crossing the railroad 
tracks near the southerly end of the 
present platform. The grade of the 
bridge will not be a steep one. This 
it is believed will be the least un- 
sightly way in which it can be done. 

The plan will also mean that Up- 
land road will be connected with Irv- 
ing place which will be extended to 
Granite street. 

In the evening the committee on 
the Water street crossing met, and 
several plans were proposed. One of 
these was for Water street to pass 
under the railroad tracks at the pres- 
ent crossing. Another was for the 
loop line street as talked at the pub- 
lic meeting. This was that the 
street should cross under the tracks 


near the Crane _ elevator. The 
street would then pass through prop- 
erty of the McGilvray & Jones 


Granite Co., the Crane property near 


Miller's sheds, and part of the 
Merrymount Granite Co. property to 
Water street. 

Another plan was to raise the 


tracks at the present crossing leaving 
Water street at the same grade as at 
present. 

The scheme practically decided up- 
on for Water street, was leave 
Water street at the same grade as it 
present. This will mean the 
raising of the railroad tracks so that 
the street will be beneath them. 

It may also mean the closing of 
School street. The scheme then pro- 
poses to extend Marsh street to the 
rear of the police station where it 
will intersect with a private way and 
connect with Fort street. Eventually 
it is proposed to extend the street 
under the railroad and thence to con- 
nect with Hancock street between 
the Kincaide building and Music Hall 
block. 

There was an alternate scheme for 
Saville street which proposes that 
the street shall cross the tracks at 
this point by an overhead bridge.

Water Receipts. 


Although during the past year, 
since the installation of water me- 
ters, the rates charged for two and 
three family houses supplied by one 
service have been reduced from $36 | 
and $54 per year to a minimum of! 
$18 per year for 60,000 gallons, the 
city receipts have increased. This 
does not mean that the consumer 
saves $18 or $36 per year, but it 
would be possible if he used only 
60,000 gallons. In a two-family house 
90,000 to 100,000 gallons may be 
used; and in a three-family house 
130,000 to 140,000. The house pays, 
however, for what it uses. In a 
three-family house it may be as low 
as $18 or as high as $50, or $75, or 
$100, according to consumption. In a} 
single house, fully plumbed, the own- 
er pays at least $18 although he uses 
but $10 or $15 worth of water. If 
he uses over 60,000 gallons his bill 
may be $20 to $30. | 

The collections for water service 
in 1904, the year previous to Mayor 
Thompson taking office, were $96,- 
$19.39. 

The installation of meters has re-| 
duced in some cases the individual 
bills, but the city collections have 
increased, so that for the year 1907 
they reached the sum of $112,546.37. 
| Mayor Thompson says that the me- 
jters have not been installed long 
enough to determine what the rates 
| of the future will be, but he believes 
| that eventually it will mean a re- 
j tection in rates and that the de- 
| partment will soon become self sup- 
porting.

A New York judge has just made an 
example of one Nathan Schlessel, who. 
after making a declaration as to his 
financial standing, showing assets of 
$92,000, secured credit for $103,000 
worth of goods and then failed, hay- 
ing no assets. The defendant was a 
cloak merchant in New York, and 
in 1901 failed, owing $150,000. Three 
months prior to the failure he had 
made a statement for the purposes 
of getting credit, in which he showed 
assets of $92,000. During the time be- 
tween the making of the statement and 
his failure, he secured from creditors 
goods worth $103,000. He was pro- 
ceeded against by the Merchants’ As- 
sociation and was convicted. The 
court was asked to impose a fine 
only and not a term of imprison- 
ment, but the judge remarked that 
imposing a fine in such a case was 
taken sometimes to mean a license to 
commit crime. It appeared in this 
case that the money had all gone and 
it was believed by those instrumental 
in the prosecution that Schlessel had 
settled it on relatives or had put it 
away for future use. The action 
of the court in imposing the max- 
imum penalty ought to have a whole- 
some effect, and the court was quite 
right in its opinion that to let the 
defendant off with the maximum fine, 
which would be only $500, would 
amount to granting such men a li- 
sense to steal.—Banker and Trades- 
man.

From a financial standpoint it cer- 
tainly would be a bad investment for 
the city to build a schoolhouse at 
Houghs Neck, and there may be 
doubts from an educational stand- 
point, and also from a local stand- 
point. Last year the School Com- 
mittee expended but $1,243.80 for 
transportation of pupils to and from 
school, and only about $600.00 was 
for Houghs Neck children. No ex- 
tra rooms or teachers were required 
for these children at the Coddington. 

About $600.00 would be required for 
janitor services should a new school- 
house be erected at Houghs Neck. 
Certainly the janitor, the coal and 
fuel would require more than is now 
paid for transportation of all Houghs 
Neck pupils. To this must be add- 
ed the salary of two, three or four 
teachers, also the interest on $15,000 
or more, the cost of the schoolhouse 
and land, also the maturing bonds 
each year, and other expenses. 

To divide 80 pupils among eight 
grades would make some very small

Editor of the Patriot: 


For more than a dozen years I lived 
in the great Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, and I am a most earnest ad-

In 1899 I moved to Wollaston with

One evening recently a friend of 


mine reached Hoboken on the ferry 
boat just in time for his train. He sat 
in the car for 15 minutes and as the 
train did not start he decided to make 
use of his time, so he went back to 
the depot barber shop and had his 
hair cut. He spent 45 minutes in the 
shop and came out and just caught 
the same train for home. 

A threadbare joke here is the story 
of the man who asked his friend 
where he had spent the evening. The 
answer was, “On the 5.30 train on the 
D., L. & W.” (or the Erie, as the case 
may be.) These two roads are count- 
ed the worst offenders, the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Central of New Jersey 
having a good record for promptness 
in the running of their trains. 

Montclair is one of the most beau- 
tiful towns I have ever seen. It is as 
though a fine residential town like 
Milton had been built at the foot and 
up one side of the Great Blue Hill. 
Rents are very high. A house in a 
desirable location that would bring 
$35 a month in Wollaston would quite 
easily rent for $50 or $55 in Montclair. 

The schools are excellent and the 
people lose no time in telling you so. 
In the primary schools about twice 
as much work is required of the chil- 
dren as is necessary or desirable and 
they do not appear to accomplish as 
much as the Massachusetts schools do. 

The High School is ably directed by 
a native of Winchester, Mass., Mr. 
Herbert W. Dutch, and it is a model 
educational institution. Not yet hav- 
ing entered high school, I do not know 
much about the studies. Notwith- 
standing the great amount of work 
required in the primary schools, the 
high school age is somewhat above 
that in Quincy. It is said that there 
are more freshmen around the age 
of 17 than 15, and there are seniors 
who have traveled so far along life’s 


pathway that strangers get them 
mixed up with the teachers. 
Montclair is fortunate in having 


many fine churches and also in the 
fact that a majority of the people of 
the town are of a high order of in- 
telligence and culture. Of course 
there are some conditions that would 
not be acceptable in a town such as 


Quincy. We have a number of 
saloons. There are in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,000 Italians and 2,500 


colored people in Montclair, many of 
these prosperous citizens. 

Among the wealthy families, who 
support a number of private schools 
and a military academy, one finds in 
real life perhaps the originals of 
many of the satirical sociological 
sketches that appear in Life magazine, 
for be it known that the editor of that 
brilliant paper is one of our esteemed 
fellow citizens. 

The people hereabouts in general 
are generous-hearted and good-nat- 
ured. Newark is 5 miles down the line 
from Montclair, and it is here that 
the shopping is done. Newark is a 
large manufacturing city and as is 
the case in most piaces of the kind, 
we find a large number of boys of 
the “round-hat-Harrigan” type, and 
many “b'je” girls are in evidence. 
But it is a pretty good city for a place 
with about 1,400 saloons. 

Many young persons, and old ones, 
too, seem not to have learned the fine 
points of good deportment and polite- 
ness, and young women and men can 
frequently be seen chewing a tooth- 
pick along the street or in public 
conveyances. They further break the 
contour of decorum by loudly talking 
“shop” and in other ways give evi- 
dence that they have at least missed 
the sort of training that children re- 
ceive in and around Boston. 

At all seasons of the year it is cus- 
tomary for a young couple while rid- 
ing in a trolley car or steam railroad 
car to “hold hands,” and not in fre- 
quently the young man will have his 
arm completely around the girl's

to Boston newspaper men. For thir- 
teen years he was a Washington cor- 
respondent and he told of the method 
of work in preparing dispatches and 
letters to the press of the country, the 
principal sources of news, and showed 
a wide acquaintance among Congress- 
men and men of affairs at Washing- 
ton. 

Particularly interesting was the 
White House news. In the restora- 
tion of the White House and the erec- 
tion of an office building, one room 
was reserved for the newspaper men, 
and a number camped there every day. 
President Roosevelt did everything 
possible to help. For example he 
caused to be prepared lists of callers 
each day which are accessible to the 
newspaper men; also the guests of 
the White House, those with whom he 
will dine, etc. The President often 
sends for the newspaper men and out- 
lines polices and plans. Newspaper 
men make it a point to interview call- 
ers at the White House, and often an- 
ticipate their business. Mr. O'Brien 
told of the daily work of President 
Roosevelt. He is flying to and fro re- 
ceiving callers in different rooms. 

The most important place of re- 
porting at Washington, however, was 
the Capitol. He gave three reasons 
why the press gallery of the House 
was usually deserted. First, because 
the Associated Press had a man on 
the floor covering the running report; 
second, because the centre of interest 
is in the Senate; third, because there 
has been a change in the standard of 
news. Readers formerly wanted run- 
ning debates, but not so now. Style 
changes in news as well as in every- 
thing else. Instead of stenographic 
reports of Congress the readers want 
the doings of committees, plans of 
leaders, ete. 

Next to the Capitol and the Whit» 
House the executive departments pre- 
pare business of the day for the press; 
the postoffice department, the treasury 
department, the patent office, the pen- 
sion office, and others. Mr. O’Brien 
told several anecdotes of officials 
well known in public life. He said 
correspondents look on their work 
seriously and realize the importance of 
giving reliable reports.

There are now two currency meas- 
ures before Congress, one of which 
seems to have all the chance of pass 
ing and the other but little. It is the 
more logical and scientific of the two 
that seems to stand the least show 
The first is what is known as the Ald- 
rich Currency Bill and has been al 
luded to and described often enoug 
for most people to know in a gene 
way what it is. It is a bill that pro- 
vides for the issue of national bank 
notes based on the deposit of state, 


municipal and railway bonds in tho 
Treasury, and aims to supply an 
additional bulk of currency to be 


called out when it is needed and sub 
ject to a heavy enough tax to force 
its retirement when the necessity for 
it no longer exists. This bill is now 
being discussed in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance, and several amend- 
ments have been offered to it and 
provisionally accepted. One of these 
provides for the amount of addition- 
al note circulation to be increased to 
a maximum of $500,000,000 instead of 
$250,000,000 as in the original bill. 
With this increase in the amount of 
the note circulation it is proposed to 
have the retirement tax based 
sliding running up to

There does not appear to be much 
interest in the revision of the City 
Charter, There is but little oppor- 
tunity for a change without destroy- 
ing the fundamental principles of the 
Quincy charter, which are: A com- 
plete separation of the Legislative and 
Administrative departments; also the 
placing of individual responsibility 
first upon the Mayor, and, second, 
upon the individual heads of each de- 


partment. 
Quincy has been free from dead- 
locks over the confirmation of 


officials, because the Mayor has the 
sole power of appointment and re- 
moval. On the whole Quincy has 
secured as good officials as it 
would have had if the Council had the 
power to confirm. Certainly there 
has been very little politics in the 
City Council. 

It would be different if the Coun- 
cil had the confirming power. For 
example, the Republican Council 
this year could prevent Mayor Shea 
from carrying out the wishes of the 
voters. They would then divide 
with the Mayor the responsibility of 
the administration of .908. 

The only amendments the Patriot 
would suggest is one to safe- 
guard the credit of the city. It 
would require all orders involving 
the expenditure of money to be by 
roll call and require a_ two-thirds 
vote or even 18 votes. Now, im- 
provement orders are inserted in a 
loan order by a majority vote, it 
being claimed that the appropriation 
is made later when the loan order 
is passed. Then each sum does not 
stand upon its individual merits, but 
there is something to please each 
ward and the “pork barrel” order is 
passed. Thus the city debt grows. 

One of the duties of the City 
Council should be to establish and 
amend the water rates, and it 
should decide in what class of prop- 
erty water meters shall be placed. 
This would relieve the Commissioner 
of Public Works of some of his 
duties now open to criticism. 

The school buildings both old and 
proposed should be taken entirely 
out of the hands of the Commissioner 
and given to the School Committee. 
The City Council would continue to 
make appropriations as at present, 
and could hold up anything extrava- 
gant or unnecessary. The School 
Committee know better than the Com- 
missioner and the City Council what 
the school needs are.

Boston, Jan. 22, 1908

Sbe sued the company for 
$1250, and the supreme court sustains 
the contention of herattorneys that pas- 
sengers can recover damages for insu'ts 
as well as tbe actual cash loss—the com- 
pany having contended that the most it 
could be required to pay was the five 
cents involved in the loss of the ticket. 
‘*Passengers of a public carrier are en- 
titled to courteous treatment,” said the 
supreme court, ‘‘and itis the duty of 
the compay to see that its employes give 
this sort of treatment to passengers. ”’— 
Milford Gazette.

THE ELIOT DEBATE. 


One of the largest and most 
telligent audiences that ever graced 
Quincy Music hall was present Thurs- 
day evening to hear President 
Eliot’s address on “Government by a 
Few Selectmen.” The audience was by 
no means confined to men, for there 
were a very large number of ladies 
present, showing that they are 
equally interested in this important 
subject. 

Practically all of the present City 
Council were present as well as 
many of the heads of departments, 
ex-Mayors and others and Selectmen 
from adjoining towns, all interested 
in anything that would tend to im- 
prove our form of government. 

On the platform aside from Presi- 


dent Eliot were George H. Brown, 
president of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion; Brooks Adams, Esq.; Mayor 


William T. Shea; ex-Mayors Russell 
A. Sears, Henry O. Fairbanks, John 
O. Hall and Charles M. Bryant; 
John W. McAnarney, Esq.; Judge Al- 
bert E. Avery of the District court; 
Representatives Eugene C. Hultman 
and Rednor P. Coombs; Walter E. 
Piper, president of the Board of 
Trade; Ralph W. Hobbs, president of 
the City Council; Dr. N. S. Hunting, 
chairman of the School committee, 
Richard R. Freeman chairman of the 
special committee of the City Council 
on the City Charter; Paul R. Black- 
mur, Walter S. Pinkham, E. H. An- 
gier and Harry W. Read. 

The arrangement was that Presi- 
dent Eliot should take forty-five 
minutes in the affirmative and ex- 
Mayor Sears and John W. McAnarney, 
each fifteen minutes in the negative. 
President Eliot was then to have 
fifteen minutes in which to reply. 
This program was carried out to the 
minute. 

George H. Brown, president of the 
Citizens’ Association, called the meet- 
ing to order, and briefly introduced 
Brooks Adams as the presiding officer. 

In taking the chair Mr. Adams said 


we all understand what we have 
come here tonight for. To have good 
government we must have good 


citizens, and to have good citizens 
we must have a good sense of duty. 
Thirty-eight years ago President 
Eliot gave the speaker his degree. 
What an amount of work he had 
in these years. Yet loaded 
with honors he finds time to come 
here to give us his advice on our 
common welfare. He then introduced 
President Eliot who was received 
with an outburst of applause. 
PRESIDENT ELIOT. 

President Eliot talked slowly and 
deliberately without attempt at 
oratory, and he brought his address 
to a close on the minute of the time 
allotted to him. 

In opening he said he had done 
a great deal of work in the past 
forty years, but it was not much of 
a merit far he -always liked work, 
and had not yet got his fill, Contin- 
uing he said in part: 

“It was an extraordinary natural 
catastrophe that started the experi- 
menting with city charters—the tidal 
wave at Galveston. The municipal 
reform that followed that, spread all 
over the country, and is nowhere be- 
ing experimented with, more than in 
Massachusetts. 

“In small cities we have adopted 
the one-chamber form of government, 
and that is an important advance. 
The same number as in the Texan 
charter, five, is used for the new 
school committee of Boston, elected 
at large, and Hoston has never had 
so good and efficient a school commit- 
tee before. 

“Why is it better to have a small 
number? Because the voters can 
better acquaint themselves with a 
small number of candidates. A uni- 
versal difficulty is the impossibility 
of the voters acquainting themselves 
with the merits of a large number 
of candidates. 

“We need men as agents 
people who are competent 


done 


of the 
business 
men and have proved themselves to 
be such. Municipal business has be- 
come very complicated and needs ex- 
pert service. We can only get ex- 


pert men into our city business as 
great business corporations get 
them. These corporations are goy- 


erned by a small body of directors, 
whose chief function is to select ex- 
These directors have to be 
men capable of directing the grand 
policies of the corporation, We want 
in our cities men who have proved 


perts, 


their competence in their private 
business. 

“Why are men elected at large 
better than elected by wards? Be- 
cause local interests are no longer 
local in a strict sense.

expanded, taking in a greater radius. 
So ward election is not so good 
election at large. 

“The commonest objection is all in 
the word ‘un-American.’ So many 
good things nowadays are un-Ameri- 
ean. So many I have heard called 
that when first proposed, have later 
proved their worth and been adopted. 
Undemocratic is another such word. 
Whatever policy will get the work 
of the people well done ought to be 
democratic if it isn’t now. Those are 
the very conditions of the life of 
democracy. 

“But no form of government will 
receive good government unless there 


as 


be behind the voting population 
which desires good government. I 
have heard sadly often that the 


quality of the suffrage has deterio- 
rated. But that is not to be taken 
for granted. In my opinion universal 
suffrage should be given a chance to 
show what it can do under  favor- 
able conditions, 

“If again we fail—and I say fail 
because universal suffrage has not 
yet succeeded—then will be the time, 
and not till then, to undertake other 
experiments. We know our present 
plan is not good. Let us change it. 
Let us make an intelligent experi- 
ment.” 


EX-MAYOR SEARS, 

Ex-Mayor Sears in opening said 
President Eliot’s devotion to the com- 
mon weal had made him our first 
citizen. (Applause.) For nearly 20 
years Quincy has existed under a 
peculiar form of Charter, the first 
I think in Massachusetts, and known 
as the “Mayor's Form of Govyern- 
ment,” where the Mayor is the one 
person who is responsible to the 
people.

The opportuni- 
ties for misunderstanding and con- 
fusion of rights seem to be plenteous. 

“The Commission idea is nothing 
new, If I read my history aright the

“Why then should we seek to throw 
over a charter under which we have 


progressed in the face of unusual 
odds in order to try a novel and 
practically untried experiment?” 


Here Mr. Sears told a good Chinese 
story. 

Continuing, “the fault of our con- 
dition today is not the charter; no 
matter what form of government may 
be adopted if the civic pride of the 
inhabitants will not come up to a 
high standard any and every form of 
government will fail. 

“The fault with the charter? 
it is simply this: It is the way 
do things under that charter; 
difficulties are practical and not 
theoretical. But the charter itself, 
the form of municipal government 
under which we live is ideal, grand, 
noble, and calculated to bring out all 
that is best for the city if the Mayor 
be a man!” 

Mr. Sears compared it to the com- 
mand of a ship by the captain; of 
the army by a general. Continuing: 

“In the great business corporations 
of today stands one man who is 
responsible to his stockholders and 
possibly to the great public for the 
success or failure of his administra- 
tion, 

“Now, what element is lacking in 
order to make our charter even more 
perfect? It is easily said—but not so 
easily acquired—just this—civic 
honor. 

“Civic responsibility if recongnized 
and properly enjoyed will make suc- 
cessful any of the various forms of 
municipal government that we now 
hear so much about. If the citizens 
have not enough pride, are wanting 
in responsibility and patriotism—in a

J. J. Kermode, a civil engineer of 
Londop, who was commissioned to louk 
into the fuel best adapted fur propelling 
warships, reported io favor of oil. He 
stated among other things that if the 
giant steamship Lusitania were litted 
for burning oil she would require only 
27 stokers where now 312 are necessary 
for the work, The vil would measure- 
ably reduce the space now taken for 
coal so that 4000 more tons could be 
utilized and room still be left for 250 
additional passengers. Besides, the voy- 
age from England to New York could 
be shortened eight hours by the in- 
creased power of oil. 

Germany is advocating a powerful 
navy that will make that country 
rank second to Great Britian as a 
naval power.

Protection of Birds. 


Edward Howe Forbush, the New 
England agent of the National Asso- 
ciation of Audubon societies for the 
protection of wild birds and animals, 
writes: If the people of New England 
intend to preserve their game birds, 
ample protection must be afforded 
on the breeding grounds, and if for 
any reason whatever, the supply of 
birds, becomes depleted a close season 
of one year or more should be de- 
clared and the law should be en- 
forced until the birds have time to 
recover their numbers. If, however, 
gunners are prohibited from shoot- 
ing upland game birds, they will turn 
their attention more to shooting wild- 
fowl, snipe or shore birds and these 
birds already require better protec- 
tion than they now have, for several 
species are now nearing extinction.

PROTECT SHIPPING. 


A choice roast of beef was served 
hot at the dinner of the Congrega- 
tional club of Wollaston Tuesday even- 
ing, together with mashed potatoes, 
hot gravy, macaroni, rolls, coffee, 
and creamed apple pie. It was a 
menu that appealed to the men, and 
the attendance was the largest in the 
history of the club. 

The special guest of the evening 
was Hon. A. F. Bemis, the Councillor 
from this district. Other invited 
guests were Representative E. C. 
Hultman of this city, Councilman R. 
R. Freeman, Councilman J. H. 
Broughton and ex-Councilman H. J. 
Polk. 

Councillor Bemis was a classmate 
at Amherst college of Rev. E. A. 
Chase, pastor of the church, who 
happily introduced the speaker at the 
request of President Hull. It also 
developed that there were several 
Amherst men present, and the young 
men who served as waiters led in 
singing Amherst and other songs 
which were the hit of the evening. 

Mr. Bemis discussed “Our Mer- 
chant Marine.” He is a retired manu- 
facturer, well posted on the tariff and 
his subject. He reviewed the tariffs 
of our country from the days of 
Washington showing that the protec- 
tive tariff had built up and made pros- 
perous our manufactures. He would 
extend the same protection to Ameri- 
can shipping which has been woefully 
neglected. In 1830 to 1840, he said, 
the Yankee clippers were masters of 
the sea, and carried 75 per cent. of 
the American business. Since 1850 
there has been a steady decline of 
American tonage so that today but 12 
per cent, of our business was carried 
in American ships, 

Mr. Bemis showed how Germany 
under Bismark had inaugurated sub- 
sidized steamship lines and built up 
foreign trade, and was today feared 
most by Great Britain. Although 
Great Britain was regarded as a free 
trade country it pursued just the op- 
posite policy toward shipping. It had 
subsidized lines everywhere, and 
Americans who would compete were 
beaten before the start. 

Now America is milched for $300,- 
000,000 for carrying manufactures, 
and may sometime awake to the fact 
that it is a heavy burden. The for- 
eign companies have so much at 
stake that they maintain the greatest 
lobby in the country to prevent the 
subsidy of American lines. 

Mr. Bemis referred to the Pacific 
fleet at some length, endorsing the 
move of the President, and also re- 
ferred to the Pacific problem, to 
China and Japan, to Canada, and 
made a very convincing argument 
why the United States should protect 
our merchant marine. 

R. R. Freeman endorsed all that 
Mr. Bemis said, and told of his ex- 
perience, especially with reference to 
the compulsory pilot law of the 
southern states. 

Several gentlemen present entered 
into the discussion, and a vote of 
thanks was given to the speaker of 
the evening.

Household Receipts. 


Oyster Broth. Take a pint of milk 
and oyster liquor ,half of each, if the 
latter is not too salt. Cut half a 
pint of oysters in small pleces and 
put in the cold mixture, heat and 
boil ten minutes. Strain out the 
oysters and serve. If milk cannot be 
digested, water can be used instead. 


Potato Puff. To one quart of hot 
mashed potatoes add two teaspoon- 
fuls of salt, one-fourth teaspoonful 
of white pepper, one saltspoonful of 
celery salt, two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter and hot milk to make slightly 
moist. When partly cool, add the 
well beaten yolks of two eggs and then 
the whites beaten to a snow. Bake 
in a pudding dish for ten minutes 
and serve at once. 


Walnut Sandwiches. Cut very thin 
slices of bread, remove the crust, but- 
ter lightly, spread over each slice a 
layer of cream cheese, 1-8 of an inch 
thick, then a layer of English walnuts, 
chopped fine; sprinkle lightly with 
salt before putting together. 


Delicious Cake. Take one and one- 
half cupfuls of granulated sugar, one 
and one-half teaspoonful of baking 
powder, three-quarters of a cup of 
water. Boil sugar and water to- 
gether to the crack degree and at 
once pour it into the eggs previously 
beaten for ten minutes; continue the 
beating for twenty minutes longer. 
Add flour with the baking powder 
and lemon flavoring and bake thirty 
minutes,

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3, 1908. 

President Roosevelt last week under- 
took to stir up Congress by a message 
calling attention toa number of pieces 
of legislation badly in need of attention, 
Truth to say the message was cheered 
at the Capitol more by the Democrats 
than it was by the Republicans. It was 
a good, stirring message, and it could 
be taken in two ways according as the 
hearer was of Roosevelt or 
velt tendencies. 

The message was prompted first of 
all by the action of the Supreme Court 
recently in denying the legality of the 
Employers’ Liability Act. It was to the 
need of legislation on this subject that 
the President called chief attention. 
He urges the re-enactment of the law, 
limiting its scope so as to bring it 
within the limit of the Constitution. 
In tbe same connection he urges 
the passage of a comprehensive act 
providing for the compensation 
employees in the government service 
injured in the line of duty. Action is 
also urged against the ‘ ‘abuse of ivjun 
tions in labor cases.’’ Another section 
calls attention to the necessity for 
legislation to give better control over 
engaged in interstate 
business, A certain measure of federal 
control over the physical operations of

The President io dealing with the 
Employers’ Liability Act points out 
that the Supreme Court admitted the 
constitutionality of the law so far as it 
dealt with persons engaged in interstate 
business, and rejected it only on account 
of its application to intra-state concerns 
He says ‘‘I urge the immediate re-enact 
ment of the law, limiting its scope to 
the class of business to which it 
legally apply, but strengthening 
provisions within that scope. 

As to the responsibility of the govern- 
ment, the message says: sh, 
urgently advise that a comprehensive 
act be passed providing for the compen- 
sation by the government of all employ 
ves injured in the government service. 
Under the present law a workman io- 
jured in the service of the government 
bas no remedy and the entire burden of 
the accident falls on the helpless man, 
his wife and his youug children. This 
is an outrage. Itis a matter of humil- 
iation to this nation that there should 
not be on the statute books provision 
to meet and partially atone for cruel 
misfortune when it comes to a man 
through no fault of his owa while faith- 
fully serving the public. 

In pointing out why this is a fair ar 
rangement, the President says that if 
the wage system were ideal, then the 
wages would be apportioned to cover 
these trade risks, and if all mea were 
wise they would insure themselves with 
part of their wages against these risks. 
But neither of these ideal conditions 
exist and in their absence, 
thing to do is to make the employer re 
sponsible for the risks 
by the employees. 

Naturally the President refers to some 
of the attacks that have been made on 
the administration and the

But 
if it were true that to cut out rottenness 
from the body politic meant a momen- 
tary check to an unobealthy seeming 
prosperity, I should not forone moment 
hesitate to put the knife to the corrup- 
tion. On bebalf of all our people it 
necessary to insist on honesty in busi- 
ness and politics alike, in all walks of 
life, in big things and in little things 
upon justand fair dealing as between 
mao and man. Those who demand this 
are striving for the right in the spirit 
of Abraham Liocoln when he said: 
**Fondly do we hupe and urgently do 
we pray that this scourage may speedily 
pass away. Yetif God wills that it 
continue till all the wealth that bas 
been piled up by 259 years of unrequit- 
en toil shall be sunk, and every drop of 
blood that bas been drawn by the lash 
sball be paid by another drawn by the 
sword, theo shall it still be said as it 
was said three thousad years ago: The 
judgments of the Lord are true and 
righteous altogether. Therefore with 
charity toward all and malice toward 
none, let us strive on tu tinish the work 
we are in.’’

LETTER FROM THE STATE HOUSE 


Boston, Feb. 5, 1908. 

One of the woman suffrage women lost 
a vote to woman suffrage yesterday, 
according to the account of the man who 
saw her and described her in my hearing. 
Yesterday morning was the coldest 
morning of the winter to date, though 
it has been colder this morvieg in Bos- 
ton. It was the day for the bearing. 
She had on, so this observer says, open- 
work stockings, low shoes, low necked 
dress and had nothirg about her neck 
buta loosely bang*pg boa. A woman 
with no more seose than that, he felt, 
did not know enough to vote. Bat they 
filled the committee room, the largest io 
the state house, and the two sides were 
rebearsed once more. Within the last 
few years the battle ground has shifted 
somewhat, because the anti-suffragists 
among the women, fearing, apparently, 
that the duty of votiog might be put 
upon them if some protest were not 
made by woman against their progressive 
sisters, orgavized avd to. k the field. 
It is now the regular thing for the two 
sides to be heard. Judging by what 
women bave toli me on each side, each 
has the utmost contempt for the other 
and regards the respective arguments as 
utterly inconclusive. Men couot for 
very little, one way or the other, at 
these hearings. Ex - Representative 
Charles R. Saunders of Bostoo, who made 
aspecialiy of the subject when he was a 
member aod delivered very effective 
speeches on the tluor, takes the cham pivn- 
ship of the antis, while the women are 
represented by Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, 
Dr. Henry 8. Blackwell and the younger 
leaders who are coming furward to take 
the place of these veteraus. Whatever 
progress the cause is making iv the 
other states and countries, it dues not 
seem to gain support at all in Massachu- 
setts, having never recovered frum the 
popular verdict agaiost it in 1895. 
Still its supporters work on, feeling sure 
of final victory. 

For the first time in many year popu 
lar interest bas been shown this year 
in the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment tu probibit the sale of liquor. 
The bearing was in the room of the 
raiiroad committee, which seats a good 
crowd, and men aud women poured 
forth their to the committee, 
Bat they were a different s*t from tbe 
former temperance woikeis Twese are 
younger aud do not seem to be familiar 
with the experience of the state with 
statutery probibition, Probably some 
of tLem were not boron when the state 
was learning so much about the end of 
the "60's and the beginniog of the "70's 
about the possible corruption in a stace 
covstabulary force designed exclusively 
for the enforcement of prohibition. 
The rotten reputation of that bo 5 of 
officials remains till this day and has

much to reconcile tle temperance 
people themsilves to the present license 
system. As faras can be jidged from 
here, it is not at all probable that there 
will be apy particular favor shown to 
this constitutional prohibition move- 
ment. 

Our Massachusetts people are waking 
upto the value of forestry in a way 
which seems wonderful, consid: ring 
their indifference to the subject for 
some 300 years, ora little less. D oubt- 
less this is due largely to the absulute 
demunstration that it will be a very 
profitable business. The principal 
drawback aboutit is that one bas to 
wait so long fur the returns. But the 
returns seem to be sure, and the success 
of the policy in the progressive coun- 
tries of Europe seem to prove that we, 
in Massachusetts cau reap large divi- 
dends if we only cultivate our forests 
and make of them what we can without 
much outlay. Large interest was shown 
atacommittee bearing this afternoon 
before the committee on agriculture on 
the propusition that the state spend $20- 
000 a year, through the state forester, 
in the purchase of cheap lands and 
stocking them with forests. It was ar- 
gued that the success of the plan can be 
secured only in this way so that the 
state can keep up its ‘policy. At the 
same time, in order to encourage the 
people in forestry, the bill provides that 
after 10 years the original owner can 
buy back the land with 4 percent. in- 
terest added to the selling price. 

This week the legislature trying 
the experiment of holding afternoon 
commiitee hearings, and they are suc- 
ceeding better than they have in any 
previous year. Petitioners do actually 
come to the hearings, which they have 
never done before to any marked ex- 
tent, and the members of the com- 
mittees are fuund to be willing to stay 
more than those of any previons legis- 
lature have been. Consequently, the 
reports of the committees are beginning 
to come into the House aod Senate 
eailier and in more volume than in 
previous years, 

Tae proposition that the state give 
testimonials to the soldiers who served 
in the Philippines got a black eye in 
shert order this forenoon before the 
committee on military affairs, It was 
supported by only one man and it was 
dignified by the opposition of Adjutant 
General Brigham who said, without 
apy apparent hostility to the idea, that 
it was for the government of the United 
States to take such actiun, if any were 
desired, and not to put the tas« upon 
the state. This view was quickly ac- 
cepted by the committee and the peti- 
tion was reported upon adversely in the 
House this afternoon. 

Does the public catch on. to the fact 
that our veterans of the civil war are 
reaching the age where the veterans’ 
exemption law isso dangerous to the 
public service that it has to be suspend- 
ed in some cases. This fact has come 
out several times already, when the age 
of the men would be evidently tov great 
to leave them fic for the required duties, 
and the latest illustration this session, 
has been the bill forao additional mem- 
ber of the detective department of the 
district police, the bill for which specif- 
ically says that the incumbent shall be 
appointed witbout regard to the vete- 
rans’ exemption law. The effort is be- 
ing renewed to exempt from the civil 
service law the men who served in the 
war with Spain, but it has always been 
defeated, aod the situation dves not 
seemed to have changed this year in 
favor of the soldiers. The exposure of 
the entire public service to be held by 
such a small number of men has thus 
far made the public feel as if they could 
not take the risk. Rule.

American if it did not so to remain. It 
is therefore up to them to justify the 
experiment upon which we have 
entered. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENT. 


An open letter of a Wollaston 
pastor to the Boston Record on “The 
varents’ Responsibility” is worthy of 
more than a passing thought.

it always seemed to me that the 
clergy had much influence with the 
youth, of a place, sufficient in fact to 
mould their lives in the right direc- 
tion, Two and a half years in the 
ministry have made me change my 
mind. It has occurred to me that no 
clergyman under whom I sat moulded 
my life for me. Good influence was 
exerted by many men of the cloth, 
but it was not the influence of the 
clergy that made me wish to lead a 
life well pleasing to God, and of ser- 
vice to my fellow men. 

The intluence that caused this de- 
sire was the influence that was ex- 
erted in my home by my mother. 
And that is where the influence that 
counts is exerted. My experience as 
a clergyman teaches me that the re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of the 


youth in the parish does not rest 
wholly upon the cierymen. 
lt rests upon those who have 


brought the youth into this world. 
When a man so far forgets himseif 
us to be in the home the beast that 
he condemns when on the street he 
cannot expect his children to be any- 


thing else when the opportunity 
overs, 
it is mighty easy to cast the 


burden on the clergymen, the public 
is always ready to lake sides with a 
man when the men of the church 
ure being arrainged, but if the thing 
of responsibiuty for the corruptness 
of the youth be taken to the last 
analysis, you will find that the puar- 
euts, the gulity ones, When 
show their disregard for 
church by remaining away trom its 
services, how can they expect the 
Ciergymen to have an effective in- 
over their children?

Bousehold Beceipts. 


Tomato: Chowder: Slice a quarter 
of a pound of salt’ pork very thin 
fry it to a light’ brown; add one 
medium sized onion minced; cook to 
a delicate brown, then add two level 
tablespoonfuls of flour; cook, stiring, 
for five minutes; turn this into a 
stew pan, add one quarter of a cup 
of washed rice, one quart of water, 
one quart can of tomatoes and sim- 
mer, covered, an hour; season with 
salt and pepper. 


Stirred Eggs. Put into the blazer 
of the chafing dish half an ounce of 
fresh butter, when melted drop in 
four or five eggs, season with salt and 
pepper, and atir them = gently till 
sufficiently cooked. Serve on or witk 
buttered toast. 


Brown Bread Sandwiches. Cut very 
thin and remove the crust. Spread 
1 slice with a layer of cream cheese. 
Over this a layer of chopped olives 
with mayonnaise, then a second slice 
of brown bread. No butter is used, 
the mayonnaise, and cheese giving 
moisture and flavor enough. 


Boiled Sponge Cake. Cook a cup- 
ful of sugar and one-third of a cup- 
ful of water together until it spins a 
thread then pour it gradually on the 
stifiy beaten whites of four eggs, and 
beat well; add the well beaten yolks 
of four eggs and any preferred flavor- 
ing. Lastly fold in a cupful of flour. 
Bake in a moderate oven.

GEORGE WASHINGTON STATUES. | 


George Washington, “First in war, | 
first in peace, first in the hearts of his 
countrymen,” still remains the fore- 
most and favorite subject of sculptors, 
and is not likely to be supplanted by 
any one for possibly a hundred years 
or more to come, 

Since the 14th day of December, 
1799, thousands of sculptors of every 
nation, even of China and Japan, have 
employed their best artistic efforts to 
produce counterfeit presentments of 
“The Cincinnatus of the West.” 

It is interesting to note that proba- 
bly the very first plastic representa- 
tion of Washington is a bust that was | 
found in Christ Church Salem street, 
Boston, in 1789. It is a very crude af- 
fair, and the sculptor’s name is not 
known, 


In August, 1783, a resolution order- | 
ing Joseph Wright to make a bronze’ 


, Statue of Washington was passed by 


Congress, but for some reason the or-! 
der was not filled. It is claimed that 


; Wright made a mask and bust of’ 
Washington at that time, but Rem- 
brandt Peale, who knew all about! 


Wright, stated that Houdon was the 
only sculptor who made a mask of 
Washington's face. 

The world is indebted to Jean An- 
toine Houdon, the great French seulp- 
tor, for one of best statues of Wash- 
ington. On June 22, 1784, the House 
of Delegates of Virginia, passed a res- 
olution directing the Chief Executive 
of Virginia to “ take measures to pro- 
cure a statue of Gen. Washington to 
be of the finest marble and best work- 
manship.” 

Goy. immediately 
to Thomas Jefferson and Benjamin 
Franklin, then in Paris as representa- 
tives of the United States, to select a 
sculptor to execute the work. They 
sought Houdon and made a contract 
with him to proceed to America and 
make a statue of Washington. The 
price was to be about $5,000. Houdon 
sailed in the same ship with Benjamin | 
Franklin and landed in Philadelphia 
after a voyage of several weeks. He 
proceeded to Mount Vernon and ar- 
rived there on Oct. 3, 1785. 

The sculptor was most cordially re- 
ceived by Washington, and began his 
studies at once. He made a mask in| 
plaster, which he back to!

The French-Potter equestrian statue 
of Washington, recently erected in 
Paris, France, has a great deal of 
merit, but is not regarded by most 
critics as altogether satisfactory. The 
horse by Potter is good, but the pose 
of Washington is somewhat that of 
a pompous actor. Daniel Chester 
French is a sculptor of splendid gen- 
ius and unquestionable ability but in 
this statue he has placed his subject 
in an impossible position. There was 
nothing bombastic, ostentatious 
theatrical about Washington.

GREAT ADVANCE IN PAPER. 


The great increase in the cost of 
white paper together with the added 
expenses in all departments of daily 
papers, has been a source of worri- 
ment for all the publishers of the 
United States. A few fortunate papers 
have paper contracts running perhaps 
through 1908, but they must eventual- 
ly meet the new price—that being an 
increase of fully 33 per cent. Take, 
for instance, a paper like the Boston 
Globe, and the extra cost for white 
paper in a single year would reach 
close to $300,000. This means a big 
fortune. Smaller papers are affected 
proportionately, and in most instances 
they are less able to stand the cost 
than the Globe would be. Various 
methods have been proposed to meet 
the crisis in the newspaper publishing 
business ,and in several instances the 
selling price has been increased while 
in other cases a slight change has 
been made in the advertising rates — 
Gloucester Daily Times.

ing out eight hundred million spools 
annually, with a market value of 
nearly $1,000,000. 

The best quality of timber is used 
White 
birch, which is used almost exclusive- 
ly for this industry, reaches the fac- 
tory in the form of bars from 1-2 to 
2 9-16 inches square and from 2 1-2 
4 feet long. These bars must be 
absolutely clear. The birch is cut in 
winter and sawed in small portable 
mills which operate near some rail- 
1-3 cords being re- 
quired for 1,000 feet of bars. After 
sawing, the bars are piled criss-cross, 


to 


in order to facilitate thorough sea- 
soning ,and protected from the weather 
are allowed to season until June, The 
spool mills in Maine turn out 
about 15 million feet of bars during 
the year and approximately the same 
amount of material is manufactured 
into spools in the state, 

The machines for making spools are 
complicated and require skilled men 
for their operation,

from the lathe at the rate of one per

are marketed in this country largely 
in Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York and New Jersey ,while the spool 
bars are largely exported to Grenock 
and Glasgow, Scotland, and to Hull 
and Fleetwood, England.

| LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL, 


Washington, Feb, 8, 1908. 

lt is practically settled that First 
Assistant Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock is to resign from the Postottice 
Department to become the manager 
ot the Taft presidential campaign. 
his change has not yet been official- 
ly announced but it is well enough, 
understood. There is a good deal of 
interest in this move not 
only is Mr. Hitchcock a good southern 
politician and one who is calculated to 
harmonize the warring southern dele- 
gations if anyone can, but he is a 
close personal friend of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and his employ- 
ment by the Taft interests would in- 
dicate that Mr. Cortelyou is going to 
eliminate himself from the nomina- 
uuon contest altogether. 

Speaking of Mr. Cortelyou, he has 

been undergoing some grilling at the 
hands of Senator Culberson of Texas. 
the report of the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury was recently called for, 
the issue of Panama bonds 
in the time of the money panic. This 
report finally was submitted, It had 
taken a long while to compile as it 
was a mass of figures. Like a good 
many official reports it contained u 
surplus of facts and a minimum of in- 
formation, Senator Culberson seems 
to have dug out some of the informa- 
tion, but he made a long speech, two 
of them in fact, in which he charged 
that Secretary Cortelyou had violated 
the law in a number of instances. 
He declared that the bulk of the fi- 
nancial relief had been extended to the 
east, principally to New York aad that 
the west and south had been left out 
almost altogether. 
It is about settled that there will 
another message from the Presi- 
dent to Congress at an early date. It 
is intended to deal still further with 
the labor situation, supplementing the 
last to some extent. 
The President will urge the passage 
of a compulsory arbitration law and 
Suggest some other things for the aid 
of organized labor. The evident ob- 
ject of these pro-labor moves is to 
aid the Taft candidacy. Secretary 
Taft was known in his earlier days 
as the original injunction judge and 
his memory is green among labor men 
without being particularly fragrant. 
If he can be set before them in the 
light of a benefactor of labor, there 
will be more chance of his pulling 
the labor vote. 

The civil war claims bill was re- 
ported to the House this week. This 
is one of the stand-by measures and 
usually includes claims not only of 
the civil war but date back to 
the Revolution and include the wars 
of 1812 and 1845. This year it car- 
ries $315,545 as reported to the House 
and doubtless will pick up almost an 
equal amount io amendments when 
it passes through the Senate. 

There is going to be big noise down 
in Panama. Of course there is an 
immense amount of dynamite used in 
blasting on the line of the canal, ex- 
plosives being used at the rate of 100,- 
000 pounds a month, but Col. Goethals 
has decided that the big Culebra Cut 
can be torn out at an even more rapid 
rate and the engineers are going to 
burrow into it with explosives as has 
never done before. There was a con- 
tract advertised this week for 4,720,- 
000 pounds of dynamite. This is the 
biggest consignment of explosives 
ever shipped to the Isthmus.

WOLLASTON UNITARIAN CLUB. 


“The Philippines and what shall we 
do with them,” was the subject of a 
very practical and interesting talk at 
the February meeting of the Wollas- 
ton Unitarian club on Tuesday even- 
ing by Edward A, Filene, the well 
|known Boston merchant. 

A hot roast beef dinner was served 
jat 6.30 and President Parlin intro- 
| duced the speaker. 

At the outset it was plain where 


the evening, for he said: “We are 
and we will be proud of it some day.” 

He told of his travels through 
India, China, Korea, Japan and the 
Philippines ,and the conditions as 
they existed. It would help us to 
understand Japan, he said, if we 
knew that European feudalism existed 
there 300 years ago. 

China, he said, was a mystery. At 
times there was a ray of hope, and 
then it was gone. 

Manilla he pictured as a modern 
city with a fine harbor, broad avenues, 
business houses and modern improve- 
ments. Round about the city were 
typical Philippine settlements where 
the people lived in shacks not worth 
over $25. 

He spoke of the dress of the people 
and at more length of the the mixture 
of blood. Before American occupa- 
tion, he said, it was the policy of the 
rulers to keep the tribes ignorant. 
They established purposely on each 
island a different dialect and dis- 
couraged visits between islands. 

In eight or nine years there had 
been a great change ,and today a 
stranger can get along better with 
the English language than the Spanish. 
Although contradicted, debt slavery 
exists and extends through different 
generations. 

Today the islands have a municipal 
self government, a provisional self 
government, and a national self 
government a portion of the officials 
being Americans. I asked the people 
everywhere, said Mr. Filene, what is 
wrong? What shall I tell the people 
at home? They replied they wanted 
self government. But most of them 
qualified it, and said not right away; 
not until qualified. It must not come 
too prematurely. Self government 
today would be by ten per cent. of 
the population who have had the peo- 
ple these long years under their con- 
trol. 

He paid a tribute to Gov. Smith, 
“a rough diamond,” to Gen. Wood, to 
the American teachers and soldiers, 
and spoke of their sacrifices and 
their good work. They were accom- 
plishing much. The Philippines were 
costing lots of money, but outside the 
army expenses, which should not be 
included, the income from the islands 
was in excess of the expense. 

There were three policies open for 
the islands: (1)—Permanent govern- 
ment; (2)—Immediate self govern- 
ment; and (3)—guardianship. The 
first was out of the question. He 
showed where the second was im- 
practical and where guardianship was 
the only proper course. He took a 
very optimistic view of the Philip- 
pines, 


BILL OF PRICES. 


It is probable that there will be 
no agreement reached between the 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
and Granite Cutters’ Union before 
March 1, at which time the present 
agreement and bill of prices expires. 
A number of meetings have been held 
between committees representing the 
two associations but without result. 

Unable to agree all negotiations 
were called off Tuesday night and 
both sides are now waiting further 
developments. 

Under the provisions of the pres- 
ent agreement, if the two parties fail 
to agree, the matter may go to the 
National Board of Conciliation. This 
is made up of representatives of the 
National Granite Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and National Cutters’ As- 
sociation. 

It does not go to this board, how- 


ever, unless one side or the other 
so request. If neither side make this 
request it probably means that there 
will be a strike the first of March. 
President Miller, of the Manufac- 


turers’ Association, says that the cut- 
ters were persistent in their demand 
for a seven per cent. increase, which 
he says is simply impossible under 
the present condition of business. 

Other obstacles in the way of agree- 
ment is that relative to the number 
of apprentices to be employed. At 
present a manufacturer may have as 
many apprentices as he likes. The 
Union seeks to limit the number that 
may be employed to one for every 
four quarrymen. 

The other bone of contention is in 
regard to the open shop. At present 
the manufacturers can employ a 
union or a non union man as he likes. 
Under the new demand he must em- 
ploy none but union men. 

It is understood thatthe tool sharp- 
eners have reached an agreement, but 
that the polishers’ bill is also in the 
air. 

As noted above all negotiations are 
off for the present. 


JURORS DRAWN. 


A special meeting of the City Coun- 
to draw jurors was beld Tuesday even- 
ing. The venire was for six jurors for 
supreme judicial court, sitting at Ded- 
bam the third Wednesday in February. 

Councilmen Broughton, Curtis, 
Falconer, Freeman, Gilson, McGilvray 
and Moir were absent, the first time the 
perfect attendance record has been 
broken. 

Councilmen Falconer and Moir arrived 
just as the Council adjourned.

LETTER FROMTHE STATE HOUSE 


Boston, Feb. 12. 1908. 


Speaker Cole bas won a great victory 
over hisenemies. Enemies seems to be 
none to strong a word to use regarding 
them, in the opinion of the friends of 
the speaker. They believe that politics 
was concerned in the movement against 
him. Some of them have gone so far 
as to charge interference on the part of 
one of the very topmost republicans in 
the state. 

One of the interesting assertions by 
ove of the foremost republicans, made 
in private conversation, so I do not feel 
at liberty to use bis name, is that it is 
by no means certain, as has been sup- 
posed, that the republican state 
machine is for Taft. He says that 
Chairmain George H. Doty is certainly 
not a Taft man, and it is not probable 
that the committee, as a whole, is for 
Taft. The Massacbusetts sentiment, he 
says, when it comes to a trial of strength, 
is more likely to be found with Crane 
than with Lodge. 

One of the business concerns of large 
interest to many people of small means 
is the life insurance system under the 
auspices of saving banks which is just 
about to get upon its feet under the act 
of the last legislature. . The People’s 
Savings bank of Brockton has prepared 
itself to do the business and another 
will act upon the subject before long. 
Bank Commissioner Pierre Jay, in his 
annual report, issued today, summarizes 
the situation. After mentioning the 
principal provisions of tbe act, he aays: 
“Ic is believed by those who urged the 
passage of .the act that while many 
wage-earners will take out no insurance 
without solicitation and the weekly 
collection of premiums, there is a large 
class of more thrifty men and women 
who qill take advantage of the cheaper 
insurance which their thrift and fore- 
sight should make possible. The 
savings banks were selected as the agency 
through which the insurance should be 
offered because of the universal 
confidence in the ability, integrity and 
economy with which they are managed, 
and because they now have as depositors 
in their savings departments a large 
number of those who might be expected 
to be patrons of their insurance depart- 
ments, thus opening to the banks a new 
and enlarged field of usefulness. Opin- 
ions were very much divided as to the 
advisability acd practicability of the 
plav; but those who opposed it were 
uvable to show that atrial of the plan 
would, if unsuccessful, be of serious 
detriment to the banks which tried it, 
and the advantages, - if successful 
appealed to a few of the banks and to a 
large number wage-earners and 
employers and others interested in the 
welfare of the workingman.’’ It is 
the fact that the savings bank men 
generally are opposed to the plan, and 
there is some high autbority in the state 
house upon the subject which does not 
anticipate the success of the system. 
But the Brockton experiment will soon 
give the public light. Warren A. Reed, 
chairman of the commission on the 
subject, isa director of the People’s 
bank. 

Birds are finding more friends thao 
they used to have. Consequently the 
farme's are getting the benetit, One of 
the most popular books ever published 
by the state is the ‘‘Bird Book of 
Massachusetts’’ by Professor Edward H. 
Forbush, who was in Worcester fora 
long time, who has been ornithologist 
of the state board of agriculture for 
years and was tbe first superintendent 
of the work against the gypsy motb. 
This forenoon the committee on agricul- 
ture gave a hearing on the petition of 
Secretary Ellsworth of the state board 
for the establishment of the office of 
state ornithologist and there was a large 
company of men distinguished in this 
field in support of the petition, while 
there was no opposition. Itis proposed 
to make Professor Forbush the ornitho- 
logist if the bill passes. One of the 
speakers for the proposition was Dr. 
William H. Remington president of 
the Worcester Natural History Associa- 
tion. He said that Professor Forbush 
had given thousands of dollars’ worth of 
material to the state and hundreds of 
dollars worth to the city of Worcester. 
He told of Prof. Forbush’s giving a lec- 
ture in Sterling about birds and, the 
next year, when he (Remington) 
went to Sterling, he found half the 
boys ip town, who otherwise would 
have been destroying birds’ nests 
doing all they could to protect the birds. 
It is to Professor Forbush tbat Wor- 
cester owes the new bird collection of 
Worcester county birds, he said, worth 
$5000, and which cannot be duplicated, 
Applause was given to tbe professor 
and the prospect is bright that some- 
thiog will bedone. Birds and animal 
life generally get a better chance for life 
in the state than they did 25 years ago. 
Now if the Italians and other destructive 
immigrants can be restrained, perbaps 
the birds will overtake the multiplying 
insect pests which have been gaining 
ground recently. 

Representative Griswold of Greenfield 
is author of one of four bills tu restrict 
the promiscuous sale of firearms which 
have been reported upon adversely by 
the committee on legal affairs. This 
report was accepted on his petition 
this afternoon. Mr. Burnett of ‘Mel- 
rose, author of another similar measure 
tried to lock horas with the committee, 
but was beaten, 60 to 84. Mr. Coogan 
of Boston, author of another, had the 
adverse report on his carried over to 
Monday, with the hope of getting a 
bill substituted.

MIDNIGHT ENCOUNTER, 


Frank R. Neal had a _ desperate 
with two yeggmen at his 
home on Winthrop avenue, Wollas- 
ton, at 12.30 A. M. Monday. During 
the scrimmage one of the men fired 
a revolver point blank at him, the 
bullet ploughing through his hair 


| and finding lodgment in a doorcasing, 


while a second bullet passed through 
window. 
According to the story told by the 
family they had company, Sunday 
evening, their guests departing about 
11 o'clock. Mr. Neal gave up his 
own bed to a sister, who was ill, and 
he turned in without disrobing on a 
couch in the dining room. 

About 12.30 he was awakened by 
a noise, to see a man standing over 


him. The man grabbed him by the 
throat and attempted to strangle 
him. 


Mr. Neal struggled to his feet, and 
then came a battle royal for suprem- 
acy, During the struggle Mr. Neal 
was struck in the face and his cloth- 
ing was badly torn. Mr. Neil says 
a second man entered the room and 
struck him a savage blow in the 
face. 

The second man then ran from the 
room, After a few minutes struggle 
the first fellow wrenched himself 
away, and drawing a revolver fired at 
him. 

The two men then jumped through 
the kitchen window by which they 
had gained entrance to the house. 
Mr. Neal secured his revolver and 
fired five shots after the two yegg- 
men, who disappeared down Win- 
throp avenue. By this time the whole 
family had been aroused and the 
police were notified by telephone. 

Sergeant Barry notified the police 
on duty to look out for the men, and 
also the police of Boston, Milton and 
surrounding towns. Officer Riley who 
had been notified visited the house. 

Monday the bullt holes’ i: 
the door casing, and in the window 
were pointed out to the newspaper 
men. Mr. Neal's shirt, torn and coy- 
ered with blood was also exhibited. 
There were also blood marks on the 
floor leading from the dining room 
to the kitchen. Neighbors report 
that their dogs did considerable bark- 
ing during the night, and that they 
heard shots fired. 

Mr. Neal could give no description 
of the men ,and says that not a word 
was spoken during the strugle. They, 
however, appeared to be foreigners. 

As far as known, nothing was taken 
from the house. The parties evident- 
ly did not expect to find anyone in 
the dining room, and the struggle took 
place before they had an opportunity 
to secure any valuables. 


Nothing new has developed in the 
burglary and assault case at the resi- 
dence of Frank R. Neal at Wollaston 
early Monday morning. The affair 
is as much shrouded in mystery as 
ever. In some respects the story 
seems hardly plausible, yet there is 
plenty of evidence that some one fired 

Not only were these shots heard by 
neighbors, but their marks are to 
be plainly seen in the house. There 
are stories of threatening letters re- 
cived and of enemies in Boston, but 
the police have been unable to run 
down any tangible clew. 

There are several things hard to 
explain. One is why the second burg- 
lar should have run in and struck Mr. 
Neal in the face and then run out 
again without offering to assist his 
companion. Then the bullet that was 
said to have ploughed its way through 
Mr. Neal's hair left no powder marks. 

The general impression among 
those who have looked into the case, 
is that all has not been told. 


Serious Accident. 


William Mclonis, aged fifty one years, 
of Kidder street, was seriously if not 
fatally injured Tuesday, at the 
polishing mill of John Masson, at Sonth 
Quincy. He was at work changing the 
position of afour ton block of granite 
when it fell over onto him. Mr. 
McInnis was literally pushed through 
the side of the building and was badly 
crushed about the bead and body. It 
was some time before a physician ar- 
rived.

Mayor Shea said: Mr. Johnson, I 
have decided to make a change in 
your office. There are two ways: 
One by resignation on your part; the 
other by removal. 
you to hand in your resignation by 
Monday. 

Assessor Johnson replied that he 
would take the subject under advise- 
ment. 

Mr. Johnson was appointed as a 
member of the Board of Assessors in 
January, 1900, by Mayor Hall, 
was appointed in 1903 by Mayor 
Bryant, and again in 1906 by Mayor 
Thompson, so that he has_ served 
eight years on the board, and his 
term would not expire until Febru- 
ary, 1909. 

When the board organized in 1905, 
Mr. Johnson was elected as chairman 
of the board, and he has continued 
in that capacity up to the present 
time. In 1906 he was appointed for 
three years. 

A new law of the Legislature of 
1907 which went into effect the first 
day of January, 1908, reads in part: 
“Each Assessor in every city and 
town of the Commonwealth, except 
in the city of Boston, shall be elected 
or appointed to hold office for the 
term of three years, and until his 
successor is duly elected or appoint- 
ed.” There is a proviso that where 
there is already a continuous board 
it shall be continued. 

The axe of Mayor Shea fell on 
Monday, and off came the official 
head of Charles H. Johnson, the chair- 
man of the Board of Assessors. 

Monday came, but the resignation 
came not, and the axe fell. 

At 11.30 the Mayor filed the follow- 
ing notice with the City Clerk: 


“Quincy Mass., Feb. 10, 1908. 
“Harrison A. Keith, City Clerk: 
“Dear Sir:—I hereby remove 
Charles H. Johnson from the office 
of Assessor for the City of Quincy. 
“I remove said Charles H. Johnson 
from said office for the good of the 
service, 
W. T. SHEA, Mayor.” 


At the same time, notice was filed 
with City Clerk Keith notifying him 
that the vacancy thus created had 
been filled by the appointment of 
John A. Duggan of Atlantic. 


John A, Duggan, who has been ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy, is a well 
known resident of Atlantic. He is a 
son of the late John A. Duggan, and 
is largely interested in real estate.

recognize that it has any part in pay- 
ing the bills. Our Federal taxation 
is in reality exceedingly popular; the 
articles of every-day consumption, 
like sugar and woolen cloth, tobacco 
and beer, bear most of the burden. 
One would suppose that to make the 
consumers of these articles pay for 
public printing twice what they actu- 
ally needed to pay, would be regarded 
as oppressive, but apparently this is 
not the case. 

“The entire labor union influence 
is directed toward big expenditures, 
and as a nation we are evidently in 
for them. If the Government's experi- 
ence in printing teaches any lesson 
at all, it is that governments are 
poorly qualified for the conduct of 
private business, except to make a 
snug harbor for persons in various 
degrees of incompetency. 

“The experience of a single battle- 
ship in a single navy yard means 
nothing; let the Government go into 
shipbuilding, and it will do it just 
as it does everything else—at about 
double the cost under private enter- 
prise.. And the difference will not be 
entirely represented by better wages 
for employes; systematic waste will 
take up most of the sag. Without 
the element of self-interest, it seems 
not to lie in human nature to con- 
duct business operations efficiently, 
and the sooner we find that out as a 
nation the better off we shall be.”

CHARTER CHANGES, 


The City Charter was the subject 
under discussion at the meeting of 
the Citizens’ Association on Tuesday 
evening. 

The new by-laws were adopted. 


Reports from several committees 
were received, 
The President then introduced 


Arthur B. Homer, a former 
of Galveston, Texas. 

Mr. Homer gave a talk on govern- 
ment by Commission, as it is done in 
Galveston, In opening he said _ be- 
fore a city can reform its government 
some great crisis must arise like the 
tidal wave that visited Galveston in 
1900. The government by commis-j| 
sion had been in force six years, and 


resident 


had been a great success. It was 
opposed by gamblers, rumsellers | 
and politicians, but they could not 


overthrow it. 
He read a long letter and abstracts 
from published articles which ex- 


plained the system in detail. Under 
this form of government, the city be- 
came a large corporation, each citi- 
zen holding one share. It had got 
rid of the grafters, paid the city debt, 
paved and lighted its streets, built a 
sea wall, and raised its grade along 
the water front, and was a clean and 
honest government. The commission 
is elected at large and ward heelers 
are unknown. 

There was no shirking of responsi- 
bility among the commission. 

In reply to questions he said the 
mayor received a salary of $2000, and 
each member of the commission 
$1200. They give two or three hours 
a week to a meeting. Voters must 
register in January, and the election 
is held in the middle of the summer. 
The candidates are nominated with- 
out any caucus. 

The school board is entirely sepa- 
rate from the commission. The 
colored population is about twenty 
per cent. but they are of the better 
class. 

A discussion of the Quincy charter 
followed. 

President Piper of the Board of 
Trade was called upon. He believed 
charter should remain as it is unless 
there was some good reason for a 
change. He had not heard these rea- 
sons yet. 

Ex-Mayor Porter said the Quincy 
charter had three bodies—Executive, 
Legislative and School Committee. 
in his judgment the City Council 
had encroached on the School Com- 
mittee. The elections now have come 
to turn on the point—who are to be 
the appointees, and not who is to be 
Mayor. If that could be eliminated 
it would be a good thing. 

He saw by the papers that“a sup- 
erintendent of streets had been ap- 
pointed. He knew of no such office 
under the charter. If there has been 


one appointed he comes under the 
civil service. Believed it best if 
Council could be elected at large. 


There is now too much of the “you 
tickle me and I'll tickle you,” carried 
out by the Council. 


It.was thought when the charter 
*was framed that after the Council had 
passed the budget it would adjourn. 
But it has become a continuous ses- 
sion. The difficulty is, that those 
citizens we would like to have, findit 
difficult to attend the duties of the 
council. He did not think the grant- 
ing of location for poles such a seri- 
ous matter as to cal} the Council to- 
gether, On the whole the Quincy 
charter had been a great success. 


The one thing neéded for the suc- 
cess of the city is civic pride. A 
desire to assist in public work. To 
make a city full of aspiration. Civic 
pride that makes us glad for any- 
thing that tends for our welfare. 

John L. Miller believed the Council 
too large. If we reduced the number 
to one from each ward and six at 
jarge it would be ample, Committees 


are the dumping ground for matters 
the Council does not want to take 
the responsibility of. He would also 
reduce the School Committee to 5 or 
3 members, We should pay our debts 
as we go. It is not business to pay 
so much for interest. There would 
not be so much log rolling in a small 
Council. They can not raise $10,000 
for a school building but can raise 
any amount for new streets, 

Charles H. Johnson said a change 
was demanded in some things. The 
Commissioner of Public Works had 
too much already, and it was rumored 
that another office was to be added. 
He thought the Councilmen at large 


jhad worked for the ward instead of 


representing the whole city. Not 
enough attention is paid to legisla- 
tive hearings. Large State taxes are 
saddled upon us for that reason. 

H. G. Fay favored the DesMoines 
plan. It would be a vast improve- 
ment on what we have. We are now 
governed by a number of small com- 
missions such as Mayor, Committees 
on Sewers and Streets. As it is now 
a voter only votes for eight out of 
the 23 councilmen. It was therefore 
not a truly representative body. 

Herbert T. Whitman thought the 
charter on the whole a good one. It 
would be better if the number of 
Councilmen were reduced. This im- 
aginary ward line is all wrong. As 
a rule we get better men for Council- 
men at Large than from the ward. 

John Q. A. Field said there was too 
much politics in the State House. 
The reduction of hours of labor has 
doubled the cost of everything. Look 
at the expenses of the illegal appro- 
priations by the City Council. The 
State House is the sovereign authority. 
He believed in three Commissioners 
of Public Works instead of one. It 
is costing the city $1 for fifty cents 
worth of work. He believed charter 
should be changed to stop the illegal 
expenditure of money. The Council 
has no authority to borrow money to 
build gravel sidewalks. The Council 
was too large and there was too 
much outside influence. 

Upon motion of Emery L. Crane.a 
committee of nine was appointed to 
consider changes in the City Charter, 
viz: Brooks Adams, E. H. Angier, H. 
G. Fay, J. W. McAnarney, John L. 
Miller, Walter S. Pinkham, Charles 
H. Porter, Fred B. Rice and R. A. 
Sears.

TO EXPEND $7,500 ON CLUBHOUSE. 


A largely attended meeting of the 
Wollaston Golf club was held in Bos- 
ton on Monday to hear the report of 
the committee appointed at the annu- 
al meeting to suggest alterations and 
improvements for the clubhouse.

fearful grocers who are liable 
see their living taken away from them. 
The situation reminds me of a story 
told here yesterday by a Worcester 
county politician, just returned from 
New York, about the presidential 
campaign. It was a governor, or ex- 
governor, or other great man, who 
put it in this way about Roosevelt's 
antagonism to the predatory wealth: 
“The president said to the big New 
York corporations, Thou shalt not 
steal,’ and they replied, “Oh——we 
can’t stand for that for a minute.” 
Doubtless the grocers would not say 
that they could not stand a law pro- 
hibiting them from stealing, but they 
are prodigiously alarmed over the 
consequences of being obliged to sell 
at honest weight. They want protec- 
tion against the manufacturers, if 
they are to be held up themselves 
for short weight in packages which 
are sold to them short weight by the 
manufacturers, Hence’ they are 
vitally concerned in the fight for pure 
food and enough of it. The proposi- 
tion over which the fight is raging 
today is submitted by ex-Representa- 
tive Aaron C. Dowse of Malden, who 
is connected with the grocery busi- 
ness. Of course the entire public 
is concerned as well as the grocers 
and so the legislation hits far and 
wide. The Dowse bill proposes that 
any article of food intended to be 
sold in a sealed receptacle shail have 
the gross weight, or net quantity or 
net weight plainly marked on the 
outside of the receptacle, provided 
that a reasonable variation must be 
allowed for changes in the humidity 
of the atmosphere, or exposure to 
evaporation or to absorption of water 
provided that the variation is as of- 
ten above the weight as it is below. 
Milk and spirituous liquors are not 
deemed food within the meaning of 
the act. Violation of the law is to 
be punishable by fine not over $50 
for the first offense, not over $200 
for the second and for every subse- 
quent offense by a fine of $50 and im- 
prisonment for from 30 to 90 days. 
It was interesting to hear one of the 
committee argue to the grocers that 
the state commissioner of weights 
and measures was going to far in 
enforcing the law, that there was a 
certain shortness of weight which had 
become an accepted commercial stand- 
ard and that if the commissioner 
bore too hard on the grocers who were 
selling short weight, the committee 
would have to talk to him. To this 
the commissioner made a side remark 
that he had to enforce the law as the 
courts interpreted it and not the way 
the committee wanted it. If the pub- 
lic is compelled to buy short weight 
groceries hereafter, they will under- 
stand that at least one of the commit- 
tee did not believe in holding the 
grocers to account, but would let the 
public continue to suffer, evidently 
thinking that it did not hurt the people 
to be cheated any more than it does 
pigs to be killed, for the same reason, 
that they have got used to it.

Today, for instance, 89 
matters are advertised for hearings 
on the Daily List of committee hear- 
ings. That is a sample of the way 
the committees are rushing business. 
It is true that the small stuff is being 
cleared off first, as committees usual- 
ly do, for they like to reduce the ap- 
parent volume of their work. There is 
no reason yet in sight why the legis- 
lature will not continue to dispatch 
its business promptly and get through 
as early as is possible with the work 
well done, 

Once more the judiciary committee 
is against the bill for the abolition of 
the death penalty, and by a larger 
margin than in some years, for once 
there was a margin of only one. This 
time it stands nine, to seven, being a 
majority of two against any change. 
This is close enough to insure a sharp 
fight for the change, but it is not 
probable that Senator Vahey, who is 
the principal promoter of the idea, 
will be able to make headway against 
the popular sentiment, 

This afternoon the committee on 
election laws, by Mr. Garcelon of 
Newton, reported leave to withdraw 
on two woman suffrage petitions. One 
was for municipal suffrage for wom- 
en, and the other was that women 
who pay taxes may vote for munic- 
ipal officers. In case of the former 
report Representatives Keefe of Fall 
River, Coleman of Nantucket and 
Duane of Waltham dissent, and in 
the case of the other petition the last 
two named dissent. This object is the 
only really hardy annual, for it has 
been here every year for over 30 
years and it is not nearly as strong 
as it was before the referendum vote 
in 1895. 

This afternoon the House accepted, 
without debate, or a word by the 
petitioner, Representative Clarey of 
Great Barrington the adverse report 
of the committee on agriculture on 
his petition that the annual dog li- 
cense be raised from $2 to $5. He 
stirred up a hot hornets’ nest by his 
bill, drew out a room full of people, 
mostly women, made them angry, 
some of them, and was somewhat 
perturbed himself, so that he called 
some of his opponents “cowards,” and 
| then he saw the drift of the situation 
when he came to think it over in 
quiet and so asked the committee to 
give him leave to withdraw.

QUINCY WOMEN’S CLUB

to secure the Hon. Carroll D. Wright 
for the meeting on Tuesday after- 
noon the 25th. Mr. Wright’s subject 
will be “The Public Conscience.” 

Mayor Shea, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Bainbridge, Dr. Hunting of 
the School board, Mr. George H. 
Brown, president of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation, Mr. T. L. Williams, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, several 
ministers and newspaper representa- 
tives have been invited to the meet- 
ing to meet Mr. Wright and it is also 
hoped that members will bring men 
as their guests, giving Mr. Wright a 
good representative audience, 

Mr. Wright is too well known to 
need any special words of commen- 
dation. For several years he* was 
chief of the bureau of labor of Mas- 
sachusetts and developed a system of 
labor statistics which became the 
model for all similar work. While in 
charge of the census of the state he 
was appointed U. S. commissioner of 
labor. In 1895 he was Professor of 
Political Science in the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America at Washington and 
is now president of Clark University 
at Worcester. He is one of the best 
known lecturers in the country on 
statistical and social subjects, receiv- 
ing a hundred dollars or more a lec- 
ture. Mr. Wright has written many 
books as well as pamphlets.

Mr. Adams, in opening, said that the 
meeting had been arranged by Rev. Ed- 
win N. Hardy, D. D., and would in- 
{elude an address by Mrs. William @, 
| Doble, on ‘Old Quincy Traditions,” 
and a paper by Ezekiel Sargent, on ‘‘Old 
Quincy Highways,’ and that Mrs, 
Laurance Sturtevant wold sing. 

He then introduced Mrs, Sturtevant, 

who sang two selections very accept- 
j ably. 
Mrs. Doble, upon being in'roduced, 
| Said that the title of her paper was per- 
| haps a little misleading, for instead of 
traditions it was of well established 
facts from the the early history of Quin- 
cy prior to 1610. 

Mrs. D. ble commenced with the com- 
ing of Jubn Smith to these shores, who 
had left the first authorative account of 
Quincy. He found New England inhab- 
ited by a tribe of savages who were 
friendly to the whites. This tribe was 
nearly wiped ont in 1616 by a terrible 
pestilence. 

She then spoke of the coming of Myles 
Standish and his landing at Squantum, 
She also referred to the Indian Squanto, 
and of his inestimable value during the 
twenty months of his life with the col- 
onists. 

From MylesS acdish the paper turned 
to Thowas Morton of whom the speaker 
directed much attention, telliog again 
of the famous Maypole dauce at Merry- 
mount, With Mo.ton’s second coming 
in 1625 came Capt. Wollaston, for whom 
Mt. Wollaston derives its name. 

Very little 1s kuowo of Capt. Woll 
aston, but it was presumed that he died 
at sea, 

After devoting considerable time to 
(‘Thomas Morton, the speaker turned to 
St. Christopher, the Knight of the Holy 
Sepulchre, and of his fivual disappearance 
of which there was no record. His life 
was one of romance, 

Mrs. D -ble read Longfellow’s poem to 
Sir Christopher, and also Charles Fran- 
cis Adams testimonial of him. 

Then the speaker told of Anne Huteh- 
inson, @ woman who had a gentle and 
kindly nature and was a close student 
of the Bible. She was the first club 
womaa in Quincy. Mrs. Doble told of 
ber teachings, her banishment to Man- 
nabatter Island where she was mur- 
dered. 

William Coddington was one of ber 
early followers, and the speaker hoped 
that when the new Coddingtun school 
was built his name would be perpetu 
ated, 

During her lecture Mrs. Doble men- 
tioned all the names connected with 
Quincy’s early history, and closed by 
Saying, ‘‘thereby our feet rest on bis- 
toric ground,”’ 

Mrs. Sturtevant sang two new songs, 
aod Mr. Sargent was then inoroduced. 

Mr. Sirgent’s pop or dwelt as tts title 
says with **Oli Quincy Highways.” 
It was an interesting paper from a 
historical point of view, and contained 
much that was new to many io Quincy. 

le spoke of topographical features, 
and the natoral advantages offered to its 
early settlers, the town being rich with 
brooks and rivers aud fertile valleys and 
aud plains, salt and fresh meadows, etc. 
He tuld of tue early land grants to set- 
tlers, and of the water mil! of Richard 
Wright at the foot of Fort street. 

During these early days there were 
many ways and paths throughout the 
settlement, some leading to the meeting 
house and school, and others to settle- 
ments further soath and east, ‘These 
usually fullowed the lines of easy resist- 
ance, 2nd as travel was on foot or horse- 
back, grades were of no material con 
sequence, 

The route from Bostun was by the way 
of Milton Lower Mills; thence over 
Milton bills, Adams street, aud part of 
what is pow koown as Hancock street to 
the ‘‘meeting house; thence to ‘‘the 
mill’ by what is now known as Sebvol 
street. There was probably a way along 
what is now Elm street and Elm place 
crossing the mill river; also ways across 
Penn’s bill, 

With the establishment of the incor- 
poration of the town of Braintree in 
1640, began the laying out of county 
highway feom Dorchester to Wey moutb. 
The general width of ibis highway was 
66 fect. It was impossible to trace all 
yhe ways laid out by the town. Many 
of these ways have uow becu:ne private 
propeity, many are still continued. 


COL, JOHN QUINCY. 


The people of Quincy do not know 
as much as they should about Col. 
John Quincy, for whom the town of 
Quincy was named in 1792, but they 
will have an opportunity on the 116th 
anniversary of Quincy to learn some- 
thing of this gentleman who as early 
as 1728 was chairman of a committee 
appointed “to confer and agree upon 
some method for dividing the town 
of Braintree.” 

The Quincy Historical Society an- 
nounce a public meeting for Sunday, 
Feb. 23, in the First church, in com- 
memoration of the life and services of 
Col. Quincy, when there wil be ad- 
dresses by Charles Francis Adams, 
the grandson of President John Quin- 
ey Adams, and by Rev, Daniel Munro 
Wilson of Northfield, a former pastor 
of the First church, and a historian 
of Quincy. 

It was on February 1792, that 
the act passed the Legislature of 
Massachusetts incorporating the town 
of Quincy, and it was John Hancock, 
another illustrious son of Quincy who 
as Governor signed the act. So that 
Feb. 22 is the birthday of Quincy as 
well as George Washington. 

“John Quinsey” was for 40 years 
| representative of this town in the Gen-

LETTER FROM THE STATE HOUSE 


Boston, Feb. 26, 1908. 


Great crowds have been in attend- 


ance at the legislature this week, 
filling the largest committee room to 
overflowing and showing how vital 
are the interests for a great many peo- 
ple which are acted upon by the leg- 
islature. One of the foremost of 
these in the liquor matter before the 
committee on liquor laws, whether 
the issue of druggist’s licenses shall 
be under the regulation of the state 
board of registration in pharmacy or 
shall be under the control of the local 
authorities, as at present. On the 
part of the druggists there is a lively 
fear, so the opposition says, that the 
state board not being familiar with 
the local circumstances, will act with- 
out due knowledge and will overlook 
sins which ought not to be overlooked, 
or will be too strict and therefore will 
do injustice one way or the other in 
a way which would not be possible 
for a local board of health. On the 
part of the petitioners for a change, 
represented by Melville M. Johnson, 
a very bright young lawyer, son of 
the veteran anti-liquor campaigner, 
ex-Mayor Byron B. Johnson of Wal- 
tham, it was said that there was a 
partnership of the temperance people 
and the druggists who have become 
sick of having their profession con- 
stantly associated with the bad name 
of selling liquor and want to have the 
law so strict that no liquor can be 
sold except for medicinal, mechanical 
or chemical purposes, It was a live- 
ly hearing. All the forenoon was oc- 
cupied and then they spent the best 
part of the afternoon after the close 
of the legislative session, in hearing 
remonstrants who wanted to be 
heard. It is to be expected that the 


committee will make a divided re- 
port. ‘s 
Today brings another illustration 


of the growth of the state, right in 
the teeth of the people who insist all 
along that we have too many officials 
and that there ought to be reform by 
striking out half or more of our 
state board and commissions. The 
committee on agriculture has report- 
ed a bill for the establishment of the 
office of state ornithologist. He is 
to make studies and reports upon the 
birds which are valuable to the state | 
and it is supposed that he will be 
worth a great deal more than he will 
cost. The bill allows him a salary 
of $500 a year and enough more to 
cover his travel and expenses, but not 
to exceed $1000 in any case. This of 
course in the entering edge of the 
wedge. When the officer has enough 
to do to occupy his whole time and 
is so valuable to the state that the 
people will demand that he give his 
whole time, then the salary must be 
raised and the expenses of the office 
increased. Without doubt, the first 
ornithologist to be appointed, if the 
bill becomes law, will be Prof. Ed- 
ward Howe Forbush, formerly well 
known in Worcester in connection 
with natural history work there and, 
recently, the author of one of the 
most popular books ever published 
in the state the “Massachusetts Bird 
Book,” which is sold by the depart- 
ment of agriculture to the people at 
cost. This is $1, plus the expense of 
express. Many are the demands for 
the book and it looks as if the new 
departure of the legislature in creat- 
ing the department of ornithologist 
would be one of the most popular and 
most valuable of the works of the leg- 
islature this session. 

More time was occupied this after- 
noon with the debate on the woman 
suffrage bill than has been spent be- 
fore on it since the famous vote of 
the people against it in 1895, when 
there was such an over-whelming 
majority against it and when the wo- 
men themselves showed that they did 
not’ care for what their supposed 
friends would give them. This after- 
noon the debate occupied almost two 
hours. The three members of the 
committee on election laws,—Messrs. 
Duane of Waltham, Coleman of Nan- 
tucket and Keefe of Fall River, who 
dissented from the adverse report, and 
some others took the floor for muni- 
cipal suffrage for women. On the 
other side were Messrs. Knight of 
Boston, and Garcelon of Newton, 
particularly, the latter having charge 
of the adverse report. There was a 
rising vote of 30 for the bill to 99 
against it, and the House refused to 
order a roll call. 

Milk and its transportation form 
the subject of much discussion among 
the salons this winter. This after- 
noon the committee room of the com- 
mittee on agriculture was crowded. 
Chief of the Speakers was Gen. 
Charles W. Wood of Worcester, a 
petitioner for a commission to con- 
sider and report upon the transporta- 
tion of milk. A pretty strong case 
was made out for the milk produc- 
ers. They are at the mercy of the 
transportation companies and of the 
milk contractors who control the 
situation in Boston. They have such 
a strong case that Secretary Ells- 
worth of the state board of agricul- 
ture, who followed General Wood in 
addressing the committee said that 
he had talked this forenoon with Gov. 
Guild about the matter, and the 
governor wanted a commission to in- 
vestigate the -matter and report to 
the present legislature. 

If such an investigation is made, it 
will tend surely to prolong the ses- 
sion just when Speaker Cole seems to 
be particularly successful in driving 
the business forward rapidly. Today 
there have been 32 committee hear- 
ings. Thig beats the record. The 
business of the legislature is being 
pushed through very fast. It is true 
that the most important matters are 
still to be heard, but the committees 
are making unexpected progress. 

Politics, in addition to business, 
occupies the time of some of our 
statesmen. Lieut. Gov. Draper is 
cultivating the people of the state 
with much diligence. He is speak- 
ing very frequently and there is no 
doubt that he is making a very fine 
impression. This is better campaign- 
ing than that of the fall. This is be- 
fore miscellaneous business and 
other bodies, when politics is not the 
subject and when he meets the people 
in their non-partisan capacity, when 
he gets a chance at the democratic 
ear, as well as the republican, and 
when he appears as the lieutenant 
governor of all the people, not of a 
party. He is making friends, and 
there is no doubt that he gains 
strength which will stand him in 
good stead when votes are wanted. 

Speaker Cole is another frequent 
speaker. He ds making good in 
many parts of the state and is doing 
especially good; work in the chair of

But it so 
chanced that he really was born in 
Boston; for in the records of that 
city we read under the date 1689, the 
following:— ‘John, of Daniel and 
Anna Quinsie, born July 21.’ This 
event apparently had followed soon 
upon the removal of the parents to 
the principal town of Massachusetts 
Bay, where the father entered upon 
the business of gold and silver smith, 
the nearest approach to a _ banker 
known in those days. We may, how- 
ever, rest assured that the Boston- 
born John Quincy belonged indubit- 
ably to the stock identified from the 
beginning of our community. His 
father, Daniel Quincy, first drew 
breath in the old Quincy homestead 
still standing. He died when John 
was hardly more than a year old. 

“John Quincy in 1709, when his 
grandmother Shepard died, inherited 
Mount Wollaston. As early as his 
26th year he was called colonel. 

In 1716 he was elected Moderator 
and in 1717 as Representative to the 
General Court. “Again elected in 
1719,” says Mr. Wilson, “his fellow 
citizens having now had an opportun- 
ity to judge of his quality, he was 
launched on his

both as permanent Representative 
and as Moderator. For 21 successive 
years, that is from 1719 to 1740, he 
was returned to the House of Repre- 
sentatives with unfailing regularity; 
and during even a longer period he 
was chosen Moderator of town meet- 
ings with almost equal regularity. 
Still higher honors were accorded to 
him. His personality, his character 
and judgment, and his sturdy provin- 
cial patriotism so impressed his fel- 
low representatives that they elected 
him Speaker of the House from 1727 
to 1741, a period of 14 years. A tri- 
bute from town and Province that 
stamps him as no common man. 
“From the year that John 
Quincy entered upon his duties as 
speaker, the conflict bétween the 
crown and the colonies deepened. 
The King and his council then be-

QUINCY’S FLAG DAY. 


March 4 should be a flag day for 
Quincy, the City of Presidents, as on 
March 4, 1797, John Aaams of Quin- 
cy was inaugurated President of these 
United States, and on March 4, 1825, 
his son, John Quincy Adams was in- 
augurated as President. 

Quincy has so many anniversaries 
that it allows several to pass un- 
noticed, but here is a notable anni- 
versary, a double one of which no 
other city or town in the country can 
celebrate. Two Quincy born illustrious 
citizens were placed at the head of 
this nation on March 4 of different 
years, and largely shaped its desti- 
nies. 

John Adams had previously served 
as Vice President, being the first to 
hold that office at the adoption of 
the Constitution. 

John Quincy Adams afterwards 
served as a member of Congress. He 
elected in 1831, and the 
' greater part of his useful life was 
spent in the halls of Congress until 
his death in 1848. 

The houses in which the Presidents 
were born are now preserved by the 
Daughters of the Revolution and the 
Quincy Historical Society, and their 
burial place with their wives is be- 
neath the entrance to the First Con- 
gregational church, which was built 
of stone in 1828. Inside the church 
are mural monuments to both Presi- 
dents and their wives.

LETTER FROMTHE STATE HOUSE

Boston, March 4, 1908. 

One year from today will be in- 
auguration day for the incoming ad- 
ministration. If there is nobody to 
inaugurate it will not be from lack 
of candidates at this season. This 
remark is apropos of the superlative 
exhibition of candidates at the big 
Taft demonstration in Symphony hall 
last evening, and the fact that so 
many of them are new associated with 
state house work makes mention of 
their ambitions fitting for a state 
house letter. As far as Gov. Guild 
and president Joseph Walker of the 
club could pledge and deliver Massa- 
chusetts for Taft, they did it last 
evening.

A largely attended meeting of the 
Quincy Board of Trade was held on 
Wednesday evening which may mean 


much for the development of Quincy. 
Three new members were admitted. 


Mayor Shea inviting the association 
to name one representative to mect 
with other delegates to shape policies 
to be pursued at the hearing before 
the special commissioners on aboli- 
tion of grade crossings. E. W. 
Branch, the civil engineer, was ap- 
pointed. 

As announced, the discussion for 
the evening was on “Quincy's water 
front, and how it may be developed.’ 
Ex-Councilman E. R. Stone said for 
the greater part our seashore of 25 
miles was undeveloped. The Fore 


River Shipbuilding Co. had recognized | 


its value and established a big plant 
which had been a great boon to Quin- 
cy. At Charlestown, Everett and oth- 
er places, vesesIs have to go a long 
way to get to sea, but Quincy is dif- 
ferent. It has advantage of a rail- 
road to connect with the water front 
if we had proper docking privileges. 
Foreign shipment might be done from 
this place. The Board of Trade has 
urged the railroad to action on our 
freight connections, and I think it 
could do something in this direction. 
Quincy is well provided for in the 
way of repairing and building ships. 

He moved that a committee of five 
be appointed to look into the matter 
of joining the River and Harbor con- 
gress, and report to the Board of 
Trade. Adopted. 

The following gentlemen were ap- 
pointed: E. R.Stone, F. F. Crane, P. 
T. Fallon, J. M. Nowland and T. L. 
Williams. 

Peter T .Fallon said city fathers 
in the past had been lax. Town Riy- 
er should be dredged. There was no 
public place to land freight on our 
present water front. We have to un- 
load at private wharfs. This privi- 
lege he had been refused, and had to 
return a load of brick to Malden. 

Now the railroad has a monopoly. 
Prices are high. The price to New 
York is $4 per ton by rail and $1.50 by 
water. Town river could be made a 
good navigable river for $180,000. It 
would increase valuation. He had 
purchased land with that idea and 
Was now building a bridge to it. 
Cape Cod gets an annual appropriation 


from the state just for pleasure 
yachts. We have had only one small 
appropriation for our place. It would 


be a good place for the proposed arse- 
nal. The harbor is safe and all in- 
land. 

Frank F. Crane said there was wa- 
ter enough for any vessel. The rail- 
road should cooperate with shipping. 

The railroad will go to the shore if 
Quincy has life enough to ask them 
The railroad cannot handle the grain 
trade. It will also help the granite 
industry. Quincy was not quite in 
shape to recognize any particular 
plan. If the River and Harbor Com- 
mission amounts to anything the Fed- 
eral government will take hold of it 
with the Board of Trade. The Board 
of Trade should induce its congress- 
man to get our share of the appropria- 
tion which will be made. We have 
plenty of water and wide channels.

FREDERICK A. NELSON, JR. 


Frederick A. Nelsen, Jr., of Atlan- 
tic, who was one of the firemen in- 
jured in the fatal accident early on 
the morning of the Fourth of July 
in 1905, died Monday as a re- 
sult of the injuries received. Mr. 
Nelsen was a call member of the lad- 
der company at Wollaston, and was 
on duty at the house that night. In 
responding to the alarm from Atlan- 
tic, for a slight fire on the railroad 
bridge on Atlantic street, the truck 
capsized on Beale street. Two fire- 
men were killed—Messrs. Fisher and 
Kingsley—and Nelsen and _ others 
were seriously injured. 

At times since Mr. Nelsen has at- 
tempted to do work, but found he was 
incapacitated, and had to give up. In 
the face he appeared in good health 
but his family could see that he 
failed, especially during the last few 
months, and he took to his bed sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

He passed away Monday morning at 
6.25, being conscious to the end. 

Mr. Nelsen was a very popular 
young man at Atlantic and Wollas- 
ton. For ten or twelve years he was 
employed as a plumber by Albert 
Stevenson. His parents survive him, 
also three brothers and three sisters. 
His mother feels the death very much 
as he was the oldest son and lived 
ut home.

There was a good attendance of 
citizens February 28th at the grade 
crossing meeting at City Hall. Plans 
for abolishing the crossings .at Water 
street and Saville street were dis- 
cussed at length. Several new plans 
were shown, including several views 
from Newton. 

County Commissioner John F. Mer- 
rill presided and Assessor Warren W. 
Adams was secretary. 

John T. Cavanagh claimed at the 
lust meeting the Water street ques- 
tion was under discussion at ad- 
journment, and moved that this 
matter be first considered, which was 
voted. 

The plan agreed upon by the com- 
mittee was then thrown on _ the 
screen. This provides for the widen- 
ing of Water street between Franklin 
street and the depot to sixty feet. 
The street starting at Franklin street 
would rise at a 3 1-2 per cent grade 
to the tracks. The tracks would be 
spanned by a bridge and the street 
would again come to grade near the 
turnout beyond Pieasant street. 

The tracks at the crossing would 
be lowered four feet. There would be 

a fill of ten feet at Pleasant street, 
sbi that street nearly level. 
Starting from Water street there was 
a loop street to Liberty street. It al- 
s0 proposed a new street from Feder- 
a: avenue to Water street in place of 
the present Presidents avenue, which 
would extend Federal avenue almost 
straight. 

The Board of Trade plan was then 
shown. The only practical difference 
between this and the first plan was 
that it provided for a street running 
parallel with Water street to the de- 
pot, starting from a point near 
Vogel’s sheds. The loop street was 
also a little different. 

Fred L. Jones opposed this plan, 
as it took away some business firms. 

Andrew Milne said the side street 
proposed would be a good thing, but 
the Grantie Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion opposed on account of expense. 

T. L. Williams said the tool shop 
could be moved, as could also build- 
ings of John L. Miller. They would 
adjust themselves to the land. He did 
not think the damage would be 
great as stated.

GRADE CROSSING HEARING. 


An adjourned hearing of the special 
commission on the abolition of the 
grade crossings at Saville and Water 
streets was held in the Council 
Chamber at City Hall on Monday. 

The commissioners are ex-Governor 
John L. Bates, of Boston, Winfield S. 
Slocum of Newton, and Arthur H. 
Wellman of Malden. 

City Solicitor John W. McAnarney 
represented the City, Col. J. H. Ben- 
ton and Engineer B. T. Wheeler, the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, F. B. Greenhalge the Com- 
monwealth; E. W. Burdett, Esq., the 
Old Colony street railroad; Horace G. 
Allen, Esq., for Henry M. Faxon, and 
A. P. Worthin, Esq., for the heirs of 
A. J. Richards. 

The hearing was set for 10 o'clock, 
but it was 10.15 before the commis- 
sioners arrived and the gathering was 
called to order by ex-Governor Bates. 
At this time there was a large gather- 
ing of citizens. 

City Solicitor McAnarney, in open- 
ing, said the Citizens had given the 
matter much thought, and committees 
of different organizations are work- 
ing with the city. The city has not 
as yet perfected plans and would like 
a continuance. There were citizens, 
however, who had plans they desired 
to present. He would not at this 
time offer any plans from the city. 

Chairman Bates said—When we ad- 
journed it will be until April 25, at 
10 o'clock. He then invited any 
citizen, who desired, to present plans. 

G. B. Bates entered his appearance 
for Mrs. Bates, and E. J. Parker en- 
tered his appearance for Mary Ratli. 

John L. Miller said he represented 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
and Ernest W. Branch represented 
the Board of Trade.

G. B. Bates asked some questions 
as to height of the bridge at Saville 
street and what property would be 
damaged. 

Mr. Cavanagh replied the Richards 
property and the Bates block would 
be damaged the most, the Bates block 
being wiped out. 

The Granite street end of Goffe 
Street was stopped up, and a new way 
was provided to Whitwell street. 

Mr. Bates—You are stopping all 
our streets by your proposition. 

Col. Benton asked for blue prints 
of the Cavanagh plan. 

John L. Miller inquired about 
freight yard at South Quincy, and how 
you would get into it. 

Mr. Cavanagh—We go back to th2 
proposed new street and drop 7 feet 
in 1300 feet to the new freight yard. 

Mr. Miller—If you enter from the 
north end you will have to annilate 
several houses. 

J. W. Pratt—They will have to 
switch about three times to get into 
the freight yard. Start from the 
pumping station run to new street, 
back up to Water street and then 
freight yard. That 
makes three turns. They can not 
switch directly into the new yard. 
By stopping School street the dis- 
tance from School street to Marsh 
street is 1600 feet further. 

Col. Benton asked in whose interest 
his plans were made. Mr. Cavanagh 
replied they were made in no special 
interest, but at suggestion of citizens. 

G. B. Bates then presented his plans 
for Saville street, which called for 
depression of the tracks beginning at 
a point 400 feet north of Dimmock 
street as far as School street. These 
were the same plan that were ex- 
plained at length at the citizens’ 
meetings. This plan he claimed in- 
jured no property and maintained 
present conditions. Every spur track 
remains. He simply preserved the 
present grade of the railroad tracks. 

W. R. Thomas asked where on 
Granite street he would commence 
his grade to go over the tracks. Mr. 
Bates replied from Goffe street. On 
the easterly side would come to 
grade at the post-office. 

The grade from Hancock street to 
the bridge would be 3 per cent, also 
3 per cent on the west side. 

In reply to Col. Benton, Mr. Bates 
said he had made no estimate of cost 
by his plan.

LETTER FROMTHE STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, March 18, 1908. 

The commitiee on taxation is just 
opening what has proved for 25 years 
the hottest taxation fight—that ever 
the taxation of intangible personal 
property. If the case drags along as 
usual, it will ocupy the time of the 
committee for a week or two, 
come into the Senate or House, be de- 
bated there and finally nothing come 
off it. At the hearing this forenoon 
was Henry Winn, former mayor of 
Malden and for many years the fore- 
most protagonist of the double taxa- 
tion forces. He has had his hand in 
the taxation legislation every session 
when any measure came up ihvoly- 
ing his theories. He is an honest and 
earnest fighter for principle, a8 he 
sees it many are the hours he has 
spent without hope or reward in try- 
ing to convert the public to his views. 
Other prominent men were at the 
hearing,—Thomas Hills, for a genera- 
tion the chairman of the Boston as- 
sessors and as stout a fighter as Winn 
against all wicked and unprincipled 
tax-dodgers, Professor F. W. Taussig 
of Harvard university, who is on the 
other end of the proposition and is 
sure that the harder the intangible 
personal property is squeezed to make 
it pay taxes, the more certain it will 
be to run away out of the state; 
William D. Durant, ex-senator, who 
was for years the counsel of the anti- 
double taxation league and so on 
There were a great many assessors 
who listened. From what one of them 
tells me, it is possible that their 
change of attitude may make it possi- 
ble that the proposed three mill tax 
will become law. He says that they 
feel very differently in view of the 
success of the plan in other states. 
It would bring in so much more prop- 
erty for taxation that the rate on 
real estate would be reduced and so 
it would be better for the farmers 
and the great middle class of  tax- 
payers, the people who do not have 
large wealth. 

From this time on the people have 
their ammunition for debate on the 
merger of the Boston and Maine with 
the New Haven railroad. The three 
majority of the commission, with their 
detailed and mathematical argument 
from the business, legal and tran- 
sportation conditions, that the merger 
ought to be permitted, will give all 
the arguments which the friends of 
that side want. They will make a 
showing which will be conclusive to 
the business men of the state, in all 
probability, that without the union of 
these corporations under one manage- 
ment there will continue that cramp- 
ing of action, that congestion of busi- 
ness and that failure to provide for 
future needs which have caused such 
intense exasperation to railroad pa- 
trons during the last two years. On 
the other hand, the assertions of ex- 
Goy. Douglas of the ability of the 
state to furnish sufficient capital and 
the danger of a monopoly of transpor- 
tation will appeal to all whose fears 
of the future are acute and who have 
been accustomed to dread the domina- 
tion of capital. It is true that the 
majority report deals with those con- 
siderations and that the doubtful may 
gather encouragement from their 
view of the case. It will be noticed 
that the commission regard the merger 
as a highly important concern for the 
prosperity of Massachusetts. 

But it will probably not escape ob- 
servation, though the commission give 
only a line to the subject, because the 
matter is in the hands of another com- 
mission, that they regard our taxation 
system, or lack of system, as one of 
the post vital topics relating to our 
prosperity. When this idea is shared 
by a majority of the people, then the 
legislature is a great deal more likely 
to take action. 


Unquestionably there will be gen- 
eral business interest in that part of 
the report which discusses the so- 
called anti-stock watering act of 
1894, which applies to the issue of 
stock by public service corporations 
and requires all new issues of stock 
to be sold at a price to be fixed by the 
commissioners who have charge of 
that particular kind of corporation. 
It is a well known fact, on the part 
of the business community, that there 
has for years been serious question 
whether the state did not bite its 
own nose off when it passed that law. 
The doubt has arisen for this reason, 
that, when the state compels a price 
above par to be paid for new stock, 
then it warrants the corporation to 
charge prices which will permit a 
reasonable investment on the stock 
at that price. If a stock is ordered 
to be sold for not less than $200 when 
$100 is par value, then the buyers at 
200 are entitled to a reasonable 
dividend. Thus, in order to secure 
this dividend on a small proportion 
of the total stock, charges must be 
permitted which will permit the same 
dividend on all the stock, old as well 
as new, for there can be no discrim- 
ination. Therefore the practical 
effect of the law has been to promote 
higher charges upon the public, which 
is just the reverse of the desire. Still 
further, the requirement of a higher 
price than the original par tends to 
discourage investment and to restrict 
legitimate development. According 
to the report, the Boston and Maine 
lays its inability to develop according 
to the needs of the times largely to 
the difficulty of getting capital under 
our law. So it is evident that it is 
a highly serious question in the busi- 
ness world and will be likely to make 
much discussion next year. It is too 
late to take up the proposition this 
year. 

In spite of the opposition of Senator 
Lodge to the public opinion bill, and 
the open stand against it by the re- 
publican state committee, it has 
gained ground distinctly this year.

CITY COUNCIL MEETING. 


A short but busy meeting of the 
City Council was held Monday #ven- 
ing. Councilman Cantfill was the only 
absent member. 

A communication was received from 
the City Treasurer stating that it was 
impossible to borrow the $6,000 ap- 
propriated for house connections with 
sewers at the per cent named in the 
order, and requesting that it be in- 
creased to five per cent. Referred to 
Finance Committee. 

A communication was received from 
the Republican City Committee ask- 
ing for polling places for the cau- 
cuses March 31. Laid on the table 
until later when an order was offered 
designating the places which 
adopted. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 


The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works stating that three school 
buildings were now equipped with 
fire hose, and that the cost of equip- 
ping the balance would be $2,365, 
and if hand chemical extinguishers 
were added $520. Referred to Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings. 

FIRE ESCAPES. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the Commissioner of Public 
Works giving the result of his investi- 
gation of the school buildings as to 
means of fire escapes. 

The Commissioner stated that all 
the main exit doors are being fitted 
with spring locks opening outward. 
All bolts which are improperly set 
are being replaced with T handle 
bolts. Several of what might be 
called sub-exit doors are also to be 
changed, 

Henry J. Bardwell, state inspector 
of factories does not recommend out- 
side fire escapes on school buildings. 
He lays considerable stress upon havy- 
ing good main exits, and one fire ex- 
tinguisher on each floor. He also 
recommended placing steps in the 
school rooms opposite each window 
having access to a fire escape. 

One main entrance to the John 
Hancock school is entirely closed up. 
The Commissioner was unable to see 


was 


any reason for this. 
Some of the buildings are equipped 
with water standpipes and_ cotton 


which the Commissioner does 
not understand has ever been inspect- 
ed since installation. He recommends 
that the valves and hose be tested 
once a year by the Fire department. 
Another condition he found that 
prevailed in some buildings was rub- 
bish in the cellars, but the janitors 
were not under his jurisdiction.

SUDDEN DEATH. 


Frederick A. Claflin of Roxbury, a 
former resident of Quincy, died sud- 
denly on Saturday afternoon, at the 
Relief Station of the Boston City 
Hospital.

DECIDED iN FAVOR OF MAYOR, 

In the case of Charles H. Johnson 
vs. Mayor Shea of Quincy, for writ 
of mandanius; Mr. Justice Rugg of the 
Supreme Judicial court, who heard 
the case rendered the following de- 
cision on March 13. : 

“The only question presentéd upon 
this petition for a writ of mandamus 
is whether the Mayor of the City of 
Quincy, has the right to reniove a 
member of the Board of Assessors of 
that city. It is concéded that if he 
has the power it has been legally ex- 
ercised and the petitioner is en- 
titled to no relief—See Ayres vs. 
Hatch, 175 Mass, 489. 

“The determination of this question 
depends primarily upon the interpre- 
tationn to be given sections 27 and 34— 
clause IX, of the charter of the City 
of Quincy and the statute of 1900, 
Chap. 216. 

“A plausible argument based upon 
a technical construction of section 27 
of the charter supports the conten- 
tion of the petitioner. The material 
portions of the section are: ‘The 
Mayor shall have the sole power of | 
appointment to all the municipal 
offices established by or under this act, 
unless herein otherwise provided; and 
he may remove from office by written 
order any officer so appointed here- 
under for any cause which he shall in 
his official discretion deem suffi- 
cient.’ It is strongly urged that if it 
had been the intention of the legisla- 
ture to clothe the Mayor with power 
of removing all officers even though 
appoined under the provision of a 
subsequent statute the words in bold 
face in the above quotation from sec- 
tion 27 would have been omitted. 
Other considerations however, seem 
to me to overcome the force of this 
technical argument. The petitioner 
was appointed under chap. 216, 
statute of 1900 which is entitled ‘An 
act relative to the appointment of 
assessors and assistant assessors in 
the City of Quincy.’ In substance it 
provides for a board of three, one ap- 
pointed each year, each to hold 
office for the term of three years, 
giving the Mayor authority to desig- 
nate one as chairman and the City 
Council power to authorize the ap- 
pointment of assistant assessors, and 
repeals clause IX of section 34 of the 
city charter which under a_ general 
title ‘administrative officers’ provided 
for the appointment of assessors, 
other clauses of section 34 provided 
for the appointment of most other 
administrative officers of the city. 

“Although this statute is not in 
terms described as an amendment to 
the City Charter it seems to me to be 
in effect such an amendment. The 
frame of city government disclosed 
by the charter conveys strong impli- 
cations that these other provisions of 
the charter should apply to assessors 
even though appointed under statutes 


like chap. 216, acts of 1900; for in- 
stance sections 35, 37, 38, 39, 41, 42, 
and 43 of the charter seems to me 


necessarily to apply to the appointees 
to the office of assessor under chap. 
216 of acts of 1900, and no reason ap- 
pears why the provisions of section 
27 should not also apply to it. The 
scheme of the charter it to vest ex- 
traordinary large powers in the 
Mayor, even as compared with other 
modern charters in Massachusetts. 
[t does not seem to me that the Legis- 
lature could have intended by the 
mere enactment of chapter 216, acts 
of 1900, to take out from the other- 
wise exceedingly great power of the 


Mayor a single board of municipal 
officers. 
“While the question is not free 


from doubt I am of the opinion that 
the petition should be dismissed, and 
do so order.” 
(Signed) “Arthur P. Rugg.”

The Court in assigning its reasons 
for its decision followed substantially 
the same line-of reasoning as_ that 
adopted by City Solicitor McAnarney 
in his argument in support of Mayor 
Shea's position. Hon. A. P. French, 
U. S. Dist. Att., for Mr. Johnson; City 
Solicitor J. W. McAnarney for Mayor 
Shea. 


TO HIGHER COURT. 


When Judge Rugg of the Supreme 
Judicial Court dismissed the petition 
of Assessor Johnson, for mandamous 
against Mayor Shea March 13, he 
at the same time suggested that be- 
cause of the doubt which he expressed 
the case be reported to the full benca 
for final determination. This will be 
done at once and the case will be 
passed upon by a court composed of 
five judges. 

The matter is one of 
portance to the citizens of Quincy, 
and the judgment of the public 
should be withheld pending a final 
decision which only the full bench 
can render.

PILGRIM MONUMENT, 


From a field of six competitors, says 
the Boston Transcript, the commission 
haviug in charge the erection of the 
Pilgrim Monument at Provincetown, 
the foundation of which was laid, and 
tne corner stone dedicated by President 
Roosevelt, last summer, has decided to 
contract with Maguire «& O'Heron of 
Milton for the erection of the huge pile 
of granite acd concrete construction 
which is to perpetuate the memory of 
our Pilgrim Fathers. 

On Feb 28, bids were opened which 
preposed to undertake the erection of 
this monument, for sums ranging from 
$78,865, which was the bid of Maguire 
& O'Heron, toe bid of $119,960 by the 
Booth Bros. & Hurricane Island 
Granite Company of New York. The 
other bidders and their offers were: 
Norcross Bros. Company of Worcester, 
$75,000; Van Amriuge Granite Com- 
pany of Boston, $79,900; Pigeon Hill 
Granite Company of Rockport, $84,900; 
and W. L. Miller of Boston, $90,700. 
Within a day or so the commission will 
execute a contract with the successful 
bidder, and work will begin at once as 
so00n as the matter of the choice of 
granites has been determined. The 
contractor will have untilthe end of 
1900 to finish the work, aod it is 
thought that that will give more than 
ample time. 

The members of the Commission hav- 
ing the preject in charge are: Secre- 
tary Taft, Governor Guild, and Captain 
J. Henry Sears, president of the Cape 
Cod Pilgrim Memorial Association. 
Lieutenant Colonel Edward Burr, as 
resident United States engineer, has 
charge of the construction and building. 
The memorial will stand 250 feet in the 
air on the top of Town Hill, Province- 
town. This hill itself is about a hun- 
dred feet above the low tide mark, so 
that the top of the staff will stand al- 
most three hundred and fifty feet above 
the sea level. The bid submitted by 
Maguire and O’Heron offers two kinds} 
of granite, Rockport or Deer Isle, Me. 

Over 100 cities and towns, including 
Quincy, bave raised 
stones to be placed inside this moaou- 
ment which is illustrated above. Quin-| 
cy’s date of 1625 is one of the earliest.

THE NEW CODDINGTON. 


The first steps toward the erection 
of a new Codington school building 
were taken in 1905, when additional 
land, adjoining the lot on Faxon ay- 
enue was purchased. 

In 1906 Councilman Gelotte intro- 
duced an order in the City Council 
for the Committee on Public Build- 
ings to procure plans for a Codding- 
ton school building. A similar order 
for a new building for Atlantic was 
also before the Committee. 

The Atlantic building received the 
call and was built. Early in 1907 an 
order was offered for the Mayor to pe- 
tition the Legislature to borrow $70,- 
000 outside the debt limit for the 
erection of a Coddington school build- 
ing. The order, however, never 
passed. That year the Public Build- 
ings Committee procured plans for 
the building. Those of Charles <A. 


appropriating $70,000 was passed late 
in the year and approved by Mayor 
Thompson. 

Bids were invited last year but all 
were too high, and the whole matter 
came over to this year’s Council. An 
order calling for $10,000 additional 
was offered but was changed by sub- 
stitute order to $4,000, and passed. 

Some slight modifications in the! 
plans were necessary 
building down to that amount. 
building will be of brick. It will have 
twelve’ rooms and an assembly hall. 
In addition to these there will be rec- 
itation rooms on each floor as well as 
thé Master's “room and a room for 
teachers.

THE OLD CODDINGTON, 


The Coddington school building 
now in use was erected in 1855. Wil- | 
liam Parker, father of the present’

completed the total cost was $7,367.- 
98. It should be stated that the build- | 
ing was then two story with a base- 
ment. In 1876 the house was en- 
larged by the addition of another | 
story, at a cost of $3,500.00.

It is not human nature to stand the 
taking of such a slice of the income. 
Regardless of human law,—which is 
not enacted by divinely inspired per- 
sons,—what would our farmers think 
if their taxes took 37 1-2 per cent. of 
their gross income? This fact has to 
be faced by the assessors. Therefore 
they believe that a tax which will not 
drive property into hiding and out of 
the state is wiser. Experience | in 
other states has proved that this view 
works practically. The opinion of the 
supreme court has been asked by the 
Senate upon the constitutionality of 
the proposed law. A hot contest is 
assured if the reply favors the bill. 

Merger or anti-merger is still 
leading issue before the legislature, 
though the committee hearings are 
not half finished. Ex-Senator William 
B. Lawrence, who is the incarnation 
of the hostility to the merger, and his 
counsel Louis D. Brandeis, have had 


Quincy sent 954 men to the front 
during the Civil war. 

One does not realize how large 
this number was in those times until 
told that the population of the town 
in 1860 was about 6,778. 

That only 913 votes were cast by 
Quincy at the State election of 1860. 

That there were only 1700 or 1800 
adult males in Quincy at that time, 
and many of these old men. 

Thus over one-half the men of 
Quincy enlisted in the Civil war for 
the preservation of the Union. 

Over 40 years have passed since the 
war, and over half the population of 
today have no personal recollections 
of the war. 

But it was a great sacrifice for 
those who went to the front, and try- 
ing times for those who remained be- 
hind,—the women, the children and 
the aged. 

Quincy today should be grateful for 
the blessings since enjoyed, and con- 
tribute promptly toward the -proposed 
Soldiers’ Monument.

The House has ordered to a third 
reading,—and it will probably become 
law,—the bill to require an annual

A CITY FUNERAL. 


“Dying made easy is a good motto 
for New York,” said a business man 
to his friend who is a visitor from 
the middlé West. “The other night 
when I got home I saw an under- 
taker’s wagon standing at the en- 
trance. Cheerful sort of things to 
see after you have been out to a play 
and a supper with your friends, 

“On the way up to my flat I came 
across the-undertaker’s men carrying 
upstairs the body of a man. The un- 
dertaker explained that the corpse 
was that of an elderly man who had 
died that night at a hospital and who 
had lived with the people in the apart- 
ment below mine. His friends had 
employed the undertaker to take 
charge of the body and arrange for 
the burial. 

“The next day as I was going out 
I met the undertaker. I thought it 
was the decent thing for me to show 
respect to the dead, particularly in 
view of the statement of the under- 
taker that the dead man had no 
friends in the city. The people with 
whom he lived were acquaintances 
only. 

“I followed the 


undertaker to the 
room. Only a few persons were pres- 
ent. The undertaker took a prayer 
book from his pocket and read the 
Episcopal burial service. 

“After that the undertaker’s em- 
ployes carried the coffin downstairs 
and placed it in'a hearse. He and his 
;men stepped into the carriage. The 
cortege moved down the street. I 
learned later that the body was 
shipped to the former home of the 
deceased. 

“The head of the apartment where 
the stranger had a room said to me: 

“We didn’t know much about him. 
He was quiet in his coming and going. 
When he was taken sick he asked to 
be sent to a hospital. It was done,

Quincy granite manufacturers are 
interested in the following case rela- 
tive to interstate commerce, reported 
in the Journal: 

C, A. Prouty of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was at the Federal 
Building, Boston, on Monday for the 
first time in about a year, and heard 
arguments and evidence relative to a 
complaint of Jones Brothers & Com- 
pany, granite dealers of Barre, Vt., 
relative to an alleged violation of the 
interstate commerce law by nine rail- 
roads, 

The roads against which the com- 
plaint is lodged are the Boston and 
Maine, the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford, the Montpeller and Wells 
River, the Canadian Pacific, the Dela- 
ware and Hudson, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, the Central 
Vermont, the Michigan Central and 
the Long Island. 

The principal complaint of the 
granite dealers is that the roads in- 
sist that in order to secure the mini- 
mum frelght rate the companies must 
load 40,000 pounds on a car, when in 
fact many of the cars are not of suf- 
ficient size to accommodate that 
amount, A further complaint fs over 
the classification of freight. 

S. W. Jones, treasurer of the com- 
plaining company, is also president of 
the National Association of Granite In- 
dustries, and it is said he is acting in 
behalf of the association for the pur- 
pose of making a test case of the pres- 
ent one.
